the others were taken into the combine, 
naming them in the order in which they 
entered the trust. It goes on to state 
that the General Paper Company be¬ 
came the exclusive selling agency for 
the defendants with absolute power to 
control the output of the various mills, 
fix the prices of all paper sold, and to 
whom and upon what terms and condi¬ 
tions t>he paper .should be sold, and Into 
what States and places it iihouM be 
Shipped and what publishers and oth¬ 
er customers each mill shall supply.

MR. MOODY’S STATEMENT. 

Suit At St. Paul Was Filed After a 
Thorough Investigation. 

Washington, Dec. 27.—*Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Moody Ho-night gave out the fol¬ 
lowing offlolaf statement regarding the 
sulit instituted at St. Paul to-day by th* 
Federal Government against the paper 
manufacturing companies: 

“On the complaint of many newspa¬ 
per publishers last spring that a com¬ 
bination In restraint of commerce ex¬ 
isted among manufacturers of paper to 
control the distribution and sale of 
their products among the States of the 
Union, the Department of Justice began 
an fnvesiLitgtttton. of that subject, and to 
further aid the department tn that re¬ 
spect the Attorney General appointed 
Frank B. Kellogg, of the St. Paul. 
Minn., bar. under James M. Beck, of 
the New York bar. as special attorney* 
to colleuct the evidence ami make a re¬ 
port thereon. The** gentlemen* after 
an exhaustive examination of th m.it- 
ter, simultaneously with that conduct¬ 
ed by the Depju'&mcnt of Justice, have 
reported to the Attorney Generali that 
In their opinion the facts ascertained 
support the complaint and Justify, in 
the puRMc interests.-the filing of a pe- 
tJtlon to enjoin the operation’s of the 
General Paper (Company, a corporation 
of Wisconsin, which is the instrumen¬ 
tality through which the alleged combi¬ 
nation controls the prices and distribu- 
ton of those products In the Western 
States is .conducted. In this opinion 
the Department of Justice concurs.*’ 

FREIGHT RATE QUESTION 

Discussed By the President and At¬ 
torney General Moody. 

Washington, Dec. 27. — President 
Roosevelt embraced the opportunity to¬ 
day to take up with the members of t,he 
Cabinet many questions of detail in 
departmental administration, the semi- 
weekly rpeeUng of the Cabinet being 
longer than usual. 

After the other members of the tCaibl- 
net had left the executive offices At¬ 
torney General Moody discussed with 
the President some phases of the rail¬ 
road freflght-rate question. 

Both the President and the Attorney 
General recently have devoted much 
time to that problem. The latter Ib 
giving particular attention to the legal 
ride of the question, eo that he may be 
prepared lo advise with the President 
on the subject and with such members 
of Congress as may wish to consult 
him. tit Is understood not to be the 
intention of the’President and the At¬ 
torney General to prepare and press 
the consideration in Congress of an 
“administration measure*’ dealing with 
the railroad freight problem. Such a 
bill, it is thought—to quote a member 
of the Cabinet—“would be destined to 
defeat.” 

Both the President and the Attorney 
General, It is s&td. are proceeding in 
the Assumption that the committees of 
Congress are amplj' able to prepare 
their own measure*. AlthoUgh_:hje Presr 
Meipt in vodverstrlon wlih Senafors.and 
Representatives has presented clearly 
his own kleas. The Attorney General, 
too. has discussed fhe subject with 
members of Congress. 

At the conference to-day no definite 
conclusions were reached.

HANGED IN GEORGIA. 


In Less Than a Month After Com¬ 
mitting the Crime They WeTe 
Swung Into Eternity. 


Ga., Dec. 27 —John Butler 
and Guy Reed, the negroes w>ho were 
convicted of the murder of R. G. Story 
here twenty-one days ago. were hanged 
to-day.

A lynch¬ 
ing w#e averted by the quick work of 
Judge Henry C. Hammond, of the Su¬ 
preme Court, In convening court and 
giving them a trial. Tho crime^ was 
committed, the criminals tried and 
hanged within twenty-seyen days, prob¬ 
ably being the record for prompt ad- 
mlnlstfation of justice In this State.

MEET AT LEXINGTON. 


Pensacola. Fla..* Dec. 27.—Travis 
Johnson, a well-known citizen, war 
foully murdered to-day in the Arling¬ 
ton Club, his heed beic.g nearly severed 
from the body by either a knife or a 
hatchet.

BIG SHIPMENTS' 


OF COAL FOR THE SOUTH CON¬ 
TINUE AT PITTSBURG. 


ONE ACCIDENT IN THE FOG. 


Boats Leaving Yesterday Carried Out 
An Estimated Total of 1,725,- 
000 Bushels. 


Pittsburg, Dec. 27.—[Special.]—Heavy 
shipments of coal to the Southern mar¬ 
kets continued to-day and by to-mor¬ 
row river men expect the coalboat stage 
In the Ohio river which will allow the 
taking out of the larger tows. The let 
has so far prevented the bringing up 
of empties, but the coal companies are 
so sanguine of a continuance of the 
present rise tIvat they are ordering the 
resumption of operations in the up¬ 
river mines. The largest town sent out 
to-day were those of the Bonz and the 
Sam Brown, each taking seventeen 
loaded *boats, mostly barges. In all 
there were,, about twenty-five coal- 
boats. sixty barges and twenty flats 
taken through Davis Island dam to¬ 
day. a total of 1.725.000 bushels. The 
continued rains at headwaters have 
catwed both the Monongahela and Alle¬ 
gheny rivers to rise and with a stage 
of 9 feet 4 inches Davis Island to¬ 
night shippers expect a stage of from 
12 to 15 feet In the* Ohio to-morrow. In 
the neighborhood of 4.000,000 bushels of 
coal have been started southward from 
the Pittsburg harbor and if. up the river 
men expect, the rise should continue 
through the week three times this 
Mtrount will i«e gutter und^r "way. - 

Although the heavy fog seriously im¬ 
peded navigation during the morning 
only one accident was reported. The 
Thomas, with six barges, crashed into 
the tow of the Sprague at Manchester 
and one coalboat belonging to the latter 
was *?unk. The Thomas continued its 
trip. 

RAINS ARE GENERAL 

Along tho Ohio Valley and the Ice 
Gorges Are Breaking. 

Cincinnati, O., Dec. 27.— 1 The present 
rain has been general and generally 
heavy throughout the Ohio valley, and 
In consequence the Ohio river and Its 
tributaries are pouring out an amount 
of water that means a good stage for 
navigation for several weeks. The 
warm weather also rotted almost all 
the ice that had formed along the 
stream* and gorges have been broken 
up and been swept away. 

It was the first real rain In four or 
five months. Recently there had been 
some rain, but so little In quantity that 
the almost exhausted cisterns, creeks 
and other small streams were barelv 
benefited. The dry ground soaked up 
w*hat fell and called for more.

Port Au Prince. Haytl, Dec. 27.—The 
court has rendered a judgment In de¬ 
fault, condemning former President 
Sam to Imprisonment for life at hard 
labor for the alleged Issue of fraudu¬ 
lent bonds. Madame 8am Is sentenced 
to fifteen years’ imprisonment, and sev¬ 
eral members or 8am*s Ministry and 
other high functionaries have been con¬ 
demned to-terms of Imprisonment rang¬ 
ing from five to fifteen years. 

The judgment In default is the form 
usual under the legal procedure In 
France and some other countries w’here 
the person convicted Is out of the Ju¬ 
risdiction of the court. President Sam, 
members of his Ministry, officers of the 
Bank of Haytl and relatives of the 
former President of the republic were 
accused by the Government of Presi¬ 
dent Nord. which succeeded the Sam 
Administration in 1902, of having con¬ 
spired for the fraudulent Issue of from 
$200,000 to $850,000 of bonds. These 
bonds. It w'as claimed by the accused, 
were issued hy authority of the Hay- 
tien Congress, in pursuance of a plan 
to consolidate the public debt of $6,000,- 
000. an additional $212,282 being author¬ 
ized to be paid to the bank for financ¬ 
ing the Issue. Thirty-three persons 
were accused, but of these only thir¬ 
teen were arrested, the others having 
left the country.

Washington. Dec. 27.—[Special.]— 
President Roosevelt's appointment yes¬ 
terday of W. H. Harris to the Balti¬ 
more putfd-offiee has stirred up the 
Maryland Republicans ns they have not 
been in year*. They are a eorely dis¬ 
appointed set. After putting up the 
splendid fight they did in the last .elec¬ 
tion they felt convinced that they could 
at least have their own State Federal 
officers. Now it turn* out that the 
President absolutely ignore* them. 

ReprewentHtive Wachter. of Balti¬ 
more, who would, of course, be sup¬ 
posed to control the appointment, says 
he Is simply too astounded for words. 
“My amazement,” safid he, “is partic¬ 
ularly great because of the fact 
that 1 had the word of the President 
given to me personaLly that he would 
not make this appointment without no¬ 
tifying me or calling me into confer¬ 
ence. Having been told this so distinct¬ 
ly by the President I felt confident 
that even if my candidate were not se* 
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leeted I would know who would be 
named In advance of the announce¬ 
ment. 1 don’t krrow Mr. Harris. I 
never saw him and I never heard of 
him. I do not know whether he Is a 
Democrat or a Republican. He cer¬ 
tainly never has taken any part in 
State politic*.” 

Mr. Wachter’* statement Is a good 
deal milder than those of most Mary¬ 
land Republicans.* I\ut there 1* no rea¬ 
son why any of them should have been 
surprised. It was known by the Re¬ 
publican politicians when Mr. Roose¬ 
velt was a candidate that he was not 
an organization man. Yet they per¬ 
sisted in He nomination and now they 
are kicking over just whAt they might 
have known would happen, and what 
they were told would happen. It 
serve* them right, and at the same 
time give* the democrat* something 
to laugh about. 

Said a prominent Maryland Repub¬ 
lican to-day: “Having wiped up the 
face of the earth with .the Democratic 
party, the President is now getting 
ready to do the same thing with the 
Republican par*y.“ 

In Fear of Rough Riding. 

Republican politician.* are beginning 
to fear that President Roosevelt Is 
goln^r to do a little rough riding wi’th 
Congress before the 4th of March. The 
President is said «to believe that tills 
session should not expire without some 
kind of legislation on the rebate t>roppo¬ 
sition. The friends of the President do 
not aft all like the current reports that 
the Senate will not put through a MI] 
no matter what action the House takes. 
In fact some politicians go to the length 
of raying that the President is going to 
tell the leaders whenj they return to 
Washington that if they ignore hl*s rec¬ 
ommendations on this subject entirely 
he will consider the calling of an extra 
session before the autumn session he 
already ha* in mind. The President's 
view* as expressed 1 by Corporation 
Commissioner Garfield are also opposed 
by 1 runny Republicans for the reason 
that they almost exactly coincide with 
eentkments heretofore appearing in 
Democratic national platforms. For in 
stance, It is asked how* far do the 
President’* retommandO/tions differ 
from the following plank written by 
Mr. Bryan In the 1900 Democratic plat¬ 
form: 

“Existing laws again* trusts mu®: be 
enforced and more strlngeut one* must 
be enacted providing for publicity in the 
affairs of corpora Ions engaged In iiKer- 
state commerce and requiring all car 
pora'tlons to show before doing business 
outside of the State of their origin that 
they have no water in their stock and 
that they have not attempted and are 
not attempting to monopolize any 
branch of business or the production of 
r any article of merchandise; and the 
whole const!tn'tIona I power of Omgrssa 
over interstate commerce, ttfae mat)* and 
all mode* of interstate communication 
shall be exercised by the enactment of 
comprehensive law* upon the subject of 
tru*»te.“

A Veteran’* Contribution. 


Secretary of Agriculture Wilson has 
rite greatest confidence that the De- 
pa rtmenfs estimate of a 12.QOO.(KlO-bale 
cotton crop will prove correct w*hen all 
the returns are tn. Speaking with ref¬ 
erence r.o the attacks made on the Gov¬ 
ernment report by members of Con¬ 
gress, Mr. Wilson said to-day: 

“It may be true, a* is claimed, that 
injury was done the cotton growers 
by the estimate given out a few weeks 
ago. but thl« is a detail. If the fann¬ 
ers of the country are opposed to a 
ormllnuatlon of the report* they should 
convey tiheir desires to Cncigrep?, for in 
compiling this Infornmtlort concerning 
the cotton crop the Department J* tfIm¬ 
ply complying with an act of Congress 
which 1* mandatory. As the matter 
now stand* the duty simply devolves 
upon us to render these reports as ac¬ 
curate und reliable and leave the .re¬ 
sponsibility for their promulgation 
where It properly belongs—on O ngrers 
In days gone toy the estimates of this 
Department have gone rather wide of 
the mark, but a regard for the truth 
.doe* not require this admission to be 
made with reference to the estimate* 
cf recent years. La*t year, for instance, 
thik estimate of the Government was 
found to be wholly reliable an! It was 
‘hen said that the farmer* were the 
beneficiaries. 1 am just a* thoroughly 
satisfied with th* year s estimate. You 
people down South have got 12.000.000 
bales of cotton, and this will be seen 
when the final report from the glnners 
l* turned in. which will be in less than 
a week. We have eight source* of In¬ 
formation, so the element conjecture 
really doe3 not enter the report* to 
any great extent. A Southern paper 
recently published about fifty letter* 
from prominent cotton growers and 
buyers and four-fifths of this number 
agreed that the method adopted by the 
Government of obtaining advance in¬ 
formation concerning the cotton crop Is 
altogether reliable. All chance of go¬ 
ing astray i» reduced to a minimum.” 

UNITED STATES LAWS 

Not Applicable To Canal Zone, Says 
the Interior Department. 

Washington. Dec. 27.—In an opinion 
rendered to-day by Frank L. Campbell, 
Assistant Attorney General for the In¬ 
terior Department, It Is held that the 
Inws of the United States are not ap¬ 
plicable to the Manama canal zone. The 
canal zone In described In the opinion 
as not being an organized territory of 
the United States, and the Assistant 
Attorney General hold* that there Is no 
provision In the treaty with Panama or 
the laws or regulations making the 
laws of the United States generally ap¬ 
plicable. 

The question at Issue was whether opfi 
not the patent, or trademark law ex¬ 
tended to the canal zone. This. It Is 
held. Is not the case, the opinion taking 
In the whole subject of the application 
of the law-s of the United States gener¬ 
ally to the canal zone. 


pig Contract Awarded. 

Washington. Dec. 27.—The Bureau of 
Yards and Docks. Navy Department, 
to-day awarded the contract for the 
completion of the dry dock at the Mare 
Island navy yard to the Scofield Corn- 
puny, of Philadelphia. The amount of 
the qpntract is $1,385,000. and the dry- 
dock Is to be completed in thirty-thre^ 
months. This dry dock will be the 
largest in theytflftited States navy.

SENATOR CHARLES FAIRBANKS 


Experience* the Unusual Ordeal of 
Taking Three Degrees In 
One Day. 


Indianapolis, ind.. Dec. 27.—[Special.] 
-rUnited States Senator Fairbanks was 
initiated to-day Into the mysterle* of 
Free Masonry, beginning with the En¬ 
tered Apprentice Degree, advancing in 
three hours to Fellow Craftsman, and 
ending to-night with the Third or Mas¬ 
ter Mason’s Degree. The taking of the 
three degree* In one day Is so unusual 
as to constitute an anomaly In Mason¬ 
ry, and the ceremonies attracted many 
members of the order to this city hy 
It* novelty as well as by reason of the 
distinguished position held by the can¬ 
didate. 

Before Mr. Fairbanks left the hotel 
for the Oriental Lodge room, he was 
visited by a number of prominent Ma¬ 
sons and was jokingly warned of the 
ordeal through which he was about to 
pass. Home of his callers warned him 
solemnly not to attempt to hold to the 
tall of the goat, for It was so greased 
that It would slip through his hands, 
notwithstanding his phenomenal grip 
for political office. Others assured him 
that the goat would break for an exit 
as soon as he was placed upon It, and 
thut his ubility would be measured by 
his successful resistance nf the effort 
of the goat to clear the lodgeroom. The 
Senator took all such sallies good-na¬ 
turedly. but as he approached the 
lodgeroorn ll was evident tfcat he re¬ 
garded his entrance Into Masonry as a 
very serious matter. What occurred In 
the lodgeroorn Is. of course, unknown 
save to Masons, but os soon as the Sen¬ 
ator came out he wns taken In hand by 
three members qf the order nnd drilled 
upon what had taken place, the ques¬ 
tions propounded, the answers given 
and other details of the degree. 

At *2 o'clock he appeared for the Sec¬ 
ond Degree, and after It. was conferred 
he was again taken In hand by mem¬ 
bers of the order. xVfrs coached on what 
had occurred, and for two hours went 
over and over the work till It was 
thoroughly fixed in hi* mind. At 8 
o'clock till* evening he was escorted to 
the Scottish Rite Temple, where the 
Third or Master's Degree was con¬ 
ferred. The floor of the lodgeroorn was 
set apart for the workers, ami the 
gallery was crowded with prominent 
Masons from tills city nnJ other parts 
of the State who had come specially to 
witness the ceremonies. The Senator 
went through the examination without 
a break, and was warmly congratu¬ 
lated after the Third Degree was con¬ 
ferred. Following the ceremonies he 
wa« entertained at dinner at the Co¬ 
lumbia Club by members of the order.

Near Muncie, Ind.. Five Hundred Oil 
Derricks Were Blown Down and 
One Man Is KillecL 


SOUTHMfEST SUFFERS HEAVILY. 


Washington. Dec. 27.—Reports to the 
Weather Bureau to-day ®ay the storm 
that reached the Oregon coast Saturday 
morning moved southeastward to the 
Texas coast, where it was central Mon¬ 
day morning, and thence northeast¬ 
ward Into the middle Mississippi valley. 
In the last twenty-four hours It has 
Increased greatly in intensity and form* 
the most severe wind and rainstorm 
of the reason, throughout the middle 
and lower Mississippi valley. Tennessee 
and the East Gulf States. Heavy’ down¬ 
pours of rain, aeeompanld by thunder¬ 
storms and high, stilting winds, have 
occurred In the lower Mississippi val¬ 
ley, Tennessee nnd the lower Ohio val¬ 
ley, and rain, eleet and snow In the up¬ 
per and middle portions of the Mis¬ 
sissippi valley and the west portion of 
the lake region. Rain, snow or sleet 
has fallen at practically every station 
west of the Mrissiesippl, while a, cold 
wave prevail* between the Mississippi 
and the Rocky mountains. The Mis¬ 
sissippi valley disturbance will move 
northeastward. 


NEW YORK SUFFERS HEAVILY. 

Transportation Facilities and Tele¬ 
graph Service Almost Paralyzed. 

New York. Dec. 27.—Rain and sleet, 
following the heavy snowstorm, have 
played havoc with transportation fa¬ 
cilities and the telegraph service. 

Falling on top of the snow-covered 
pavements and sidewalks, the rain h is 
formed a hard crust of ice, and New 
York to-day was like a great skating 
pond. The r^iis of the pur face cars and 
elevated trains were so slippery that no 
effort was made J4 keep anything like 
schedule time. The suburban trolley 
lines were almost puralyzed. and trains 
were reported late on every line. 

Brooklyn appeared to suffer nmre 
than Manhattan. There the trolley 
lines were In trouble, bhth overhead 
and underground. Hundred* who 
had attended Manhattan theaters were 
very JaRiJnTeaching their homes after 
The performances. At times the entire 
road system nf the borough was prac¬ 
tically tied up. 

The rain or sleet or drizzle, with lh« 
temperature only half a degree below 
freezing, was welcomed by the bureau 
of snow removal, but It was said that 
if the temperature should fall much 
further, instead of rejoicing, thera 
would be glooiru The snow packed in 
the streets would freeze a.nd great ef¬ 
forts be necessary to tear it loose. 

The snowfall of Sunday amounted t <i 
five inches, and before the rain and 
sleet began last night the bureau had 
succeeded In getting together only 3.000 
men and 400 carts, so that little wu 
done toward clearing the street*. 
Broadway was cleared throughout Kg 
length and the principal spot a where 
traffic congests were relieved. Else¬ 
where the snow was shoveled Into hugq 
hillocks? 

Telegraphic and telephonic communL 
cation In all directions was very alow. 
Up through New York State many 
w ires were down, and those which were 
not could only be operated slowly. 
Service to Chicago was greatly delayed. 
Bi New England, the condition* Wffo 
better, but to many points businef® 
was moved slowly.

Collision of Ferryboats. 


While a dense fog huqg over the river 
and harbor this afternoon, the ferry¬ 
boats Bergeq and Musconetoorig. of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
line, crashed into each other near the 
Hoboken ferry slips, and for u tew min¬ 
utes there was a wild panic on both 
boats. The Bergen had left the New 
York side and wns approaching the 
New Jersey side under reduced speed, 
when the Musconetoong. pulling out at 
full speed, crashed into her. 

The Bergen Hfted the Musconetcong 
high out of tho water. The engines 
were reversed immediately on the Mus- 
oonetcong. but the headway waff su«-h 
that the Impact tore away about twen¬ 
ty-five feet of the cabin Umbers on th* 
men’s side of the Bergen. 

As the two ferryboats came together 
there was a wild rush on the part of 
the men on the Bergen into the cabin. 
Th* shock was such that It threw 
twenty or more men off their feet. 

In the women’s cabin the panic wai 
greater. n» the passengers there had re- 
celved no warning of the impending 
crash. When the boat* drifted apart, 
the Bergen, uninjured In her hull, pro- 
ceeded on her way to her slip. 

There were fewer passengers on the 
Muaronetcong. and the crew had 
difficulty In rescuing them. The Mus- 
conetcong suffered but little damage. 

SEVERE IN NORTHWEST. 

Storm More Widespread Than Any 
For Fifteen Years. 

Chicago. Dec. 27.—Dne of the most 
severe storms of recent year* has raged 
throughout the territory lying between 
the Rocky Mountains and the* Great 
Lakes since early this morning and has ' 
caused much trouble to street-car com¬ 
panies, railroad nnd telegraph com¬ 
panies. 

The latter were the greatest sufferer*, 
for the blizzard which swept through 
the West and Northwest during the last 
twenty-four hours was preceded by a 
heavy fog and drizzling rain, which 
made the wires almost unworkable. 
The Intense cold and terrific gale that 
followed close upon the fog canted the 
wires with ice arid later In the day 
threw poles to the ground, crippling tho 
companies badly. Railroad train* were 
badly delayed ull through the West, 
gome of them being twenty-four hours 
Hate. Street-car traffic In all the cities 
i»f the West and Northwest was prac¬ 
tically at a standstill at some time dar¬ 
ling the day. 

In It* **xtent the^ storm was the most 
widespread of any during the last fif¬ 
teen years. Counting the fog aa a com¬ 
ponent part of the storm. It stretched 
clear from the Rocky Mountains to 
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New York, and from Winnipeg to New 
Orleans. 

• • • 

Three Men Killed. 

The fatalities reported as due to the 
storm were three men killed. They 
were: Alexander Steiner, of Chicago, a 
teamster, killed while unloading <poaI. A 
Coal chute was blowji from Its fasten¬ 
ings and, striking him on the head, 
killed blm Instantly. 

Thomas Walsh, of Chicago, a laborer, 
struck by a heavy board while entering 
a new building. 

Frank Cavanaugh was killed at Mun- 
cle, Ind,. by a derrick falling on him. 

At 10 o’clock to-night the storm was 
reported its subsiding at Kansas City 
and other points on a north and south 
line from that city, but It will be sev¬ 
eral days before normal conditions are 
restored throughout the entire section. 

At Chicago and east of here the storm 
was still raging at great violence, and 
was expected to eontinu? thrpughoui 
the night, the center of the storm being 
apparently between Chlcngo and Cleve¬ 
land. Reports from Kansas City early 
in the day were that the storm extend¬ 
ed from the middle of Missouri as far 
south ns Indian Territory, and was ac- 
cornpa filed throughout Its entire extent 
by high winds and snow, which on the 
level would have been about one foot 
In depth. Tt was drifted so badly by 
the gale, however, thqi, In nearly nil the 
cities of Nebraska, Kanras and West¬ 
ern Missouri street car traffic was nr a 
standstill by noon. The telfgraph wires 
were down In all directions, and It was 
with extreme difficulty that communi¬ 
cation with the west and northwest 
war kept up. AM trains through that 
part of tjte country were hopelessly be¬ 
hind their schedule. The storm hnd 
reached Eastern Missouri by noon, and 
In St. Louis the \t(liid. blowing at forty 
miles an hour, piled the snow up In the 
streets In great drifts. At Omaha and 
Pes .Moines conditions slmlltfr to those 
In Kansas City were reported. All 
throughout Western Iowa the fury of 
the storm raged All trains In this sec¬ 
tion were reported from one to six 
hours late. 

• • • 

Trains Greatly Delayed. 

The heavy snow and the gale worked 
havoc with the railroads, and some of 
the passenger trains from the pacific 
coast were reported to-night as twenty- 
four hours overdue. The storm reach¬ 
ed westward from St. Paul until It cov¬ 
ered almost the entire Northwest, and 
from the Dakotas. Eastern Montano. 
Wyoming. Northern Michigan and Wis¬ 
consin the story %vns the same from all 
points. The wires were down in ail di¬ 
rections, the snow falling In dense vol¬ 
ume. and, driven by p high norttfwest 
gale. was filling the streets and rail¬ 
road cuts. 

In the South, conditions were some¬ 
what hotter, the snow' in many places 
being changed to a heavy rainfall, 
wliloh was preceded by thunder and 
lightning and followed by high winds. 
Nashville. Louisville, New Orleans, 
Montgomery and Memphis all reported 
exceedingly heavy rains, a rapidly-fall¬ 
ing thermometer and terrific winds. 

In the Ohio river valley the first 
heavy rain in five months commenced 
falling early In the day and continued 
throughout the night. The storm was 
appreciated by the boatmen along the 
Ohio and its tributaries, for the stage of 
water In those streams has of late been 
very low.

p. m. It hud g^ne down to 32 and was 
slowly falling. No material demag- 
was done In this city and telephone 
messages report only slight danviff? in 
the country. The telegraph Wires out 
of Madison wore prostrated In all di¬ 
rections and no press dispatches were 
received after 10 a. m. utvt.ll 5 o'clock 
this afternoon. 

Sudden Fall At St. Louis. 

St. Louis, Dec. 27.—The blizzard that 
has been raging In the West struck St. 
Louis and vicinity to-day, and there 
was a fall of twenty degrees in the tem¬ 
perature In less than two hours. From 
’.ast night the temperature declined 
thirty-eight degrees, and by to-night it 
Is expected that the zero mark will be 
reached. With the sudden change of 
the wind from south to west the mist 
that had been falling turned into snow, 
which fell for some time* 

Four Degrees Below Zero. 

Omaha, Neb., Dec. 27.—Bitter oolJ and 
a forty mile wind, driving before It A 
blinding snow, greeted Eastern Ne¬ 
braska and Western Iowa to-day. The 
mercury touched 4 degrees below zero 
early to-day. Telegraph companies 
were unable to establish communication 
with many outside points until late in 
the day. Trains were from one to five 
hours late. 

Damage At Vincennes. 

Vincennes, Ind., Dec. 27.—[Special.]— 
The walls of the Blackford Glass C« m- 
pany’a building caved in to-day under 
a heavy wind. The Workmen barely 
escaped with their lives. 

William Christy's hpnse was blown 
down, and various factories and busi¬ 
ness houses suffered slightly from the 
high winds to-day. Vincennes Is In 
darkness.

Fog Over Philadelphia. 

Phllailelphin. Dec. 27.—Traffic of ev¬ 
ery sort was badly hampered during 
the early hours to-day by a dense fog 
which settled over the city tuid vicinity 
last night. Train service is Irregular. 
Commuters residing In the suburbs 
were late In arriving at their places of 
business. 


The storm struck Chicago shortly 
after noon and Increased with rapidity 
until it had assumed hurricane vio¬ 
lence at 5:30 o’clock, when the wind 
tore through’the down-town streets at 
the rate of seventy-two miles an hour. 
It fell away after that and by 7 o’clock 
had dropped to fifty miles an hour, 
where It remained throughout the 
night, with occasional gusts that would 
howl through the streets with the 
force of a cyclone, tearing down signs, 
smashing in plate glass windows and In 
many sections of the down-town dis¬ 
trict hurling pedestrians from their feet 
and overturning light delivery wagons. 

In all parts of the city trees were 
blown down, chimneys toppled over 
itnd several frame shacks were leveled 
With the ground. 

There w*ere numerous Instances of 

f eople being bruised by being blown 
rom their feet while passing some of 
the high buildings In the down-town 
district. Between noon and 7 o'clock in 
Ihe evening the mercury dropped from 
S4 to 11, and was still falling. 

The late reports from Wisconsin are 
Ihat the storm was 4 the most severe 
ever known In that section of the coun¬ 
try, Damage In the city of Madison is 
Bdready estimated at $100,000. 

BIG DAMAGE IN INDIANA, 


I"ive Hundred Oil Derricks Blown 
Down and One Man Killed. 

indiana/polliS. Ind., Dec. 27.—The bllz- 
kard than struck Indiana <fco-d)ay. ac- 
cosnponled by high winds, caused one 
death and property loss ajmoumitlng to 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. The 
damage was especially heavy In the o'! 
field h, where derricks wore blown down 
and drilling suspended. iStesm and in¬ 
ter-urban traffic was Interfered with. 
Wires were blown down and crmrrmmd- 
catlon with many towns cut off. 

Five hundred oil derricks were blown 
down neaT Murncle. Frank Cavanaugh 
was killed by a derrick falling on hilm 
while he was taking shelter from the 
rain. The derrick loss Is estimated at 
$200,000 In the Munole field and $50,000 
around Portland. Two workmen were 
Injured by the falling of the walls of 
the Central Chair Company’s plant, re¬ 
cently burned here. In many parts of 
Indiana the mercury dropped thirty to 
forty-seven degrees 


SEVERE IN WISCONSIN.

SIX MEN CAUGHT 

IN' WRECKAGE OF BARN. 


Heavy Storm Raged Throughout 
Kentucky, Doing Much Damage 
To Farm Buildings. 


Owensboro, Ky„ Dec. 27.—[Special.]— 
A strong gale has been blowing all day 
In Owensboro and Daviess county. To¬ 
night a blinding snow* Is falling and 
traffic Is greatly impeded. At the Alsop 
farm, east of the city, a large dairy 
bam wag blown down this morning and 
six men were caught under the wreck¬ 
age. Bryant Fulkerson and his son were 
severely injured. The father's side was 
crushed, and he was otherwise injured. 
Hts son was caught between tw*o heavy 
pieces of lumber. The other men receiv¬ 
ed many bruises, and it was nearly on 
hour before they were extricated. The 
telephone, telegraph and electric light 
companies have been greatly damaged 
during the past twelve hours, and sev¬ 
eral smokestacks have been blown from 
buildings. 

Barns Blown Down. 

Mt. Sterling, Ky.. Dec. 27.—[Special.] 
During a heavy windstorm in Stoop's 
neighborhood this afternoon the large 
stock brirn of M. £\ Foley was blown 
down, and Bridges Bros.’ tobacco bam 
was lifted from' its foundation. The 
large crop of tobacco was badly injur¬ 
ed. Tree* and fencing were laid low and 
heavy damage was sustained. 

Big Drop At Mayfield- 

Mayfield, Ky.. Dec. 27.—[Special.]— 
The coldest wave for a year swooped 
down upon thl9 place at 6 o'clock this 
evening.

MAYOR HARRISON WILL 

NOT BE A CANDIDATE. 


The Ill Health of His Son Ascribed 
As Reason For Not(Seeking 
Re-election. 


Chicago, III., Dec. 27.—[Special.]— 
Mayor Harrison declared to-day he 
would not run for Mayor next* spring. 
He aald his decision was final. 

The Ill-health of his only son. Carter 
Harrison, he gave as the reason for the 
announcement of his irrevocable pur¬ 
pose. The boy Is so sickly, physicians 
say, that he must spend the next two 
or three winters away from Chicago, 
and Mayor Harrison refuses to live 
apart from his wife and family, even 
for the proud privilege of continuing 
to sign his name: "Carter H. Harrison, 
Mayor of Chicago.’* 

"I have insisted all along that I will 
not be a candidate under any condi¬ 
tions.” the Mayor said, ‘i will not 
permit the use of my name before the 
mayoralty convention. I will not accept 
a renomination.’’

The First Severe Cold Weather 
the Winter Experienced. 

Kansas City, Dec. 27.—This portion of 
the Southwest to-day was in the grasp 
of a genuine blizzard, "the first Revere 
cold weather of the winter. It extend¬ 
ed through Missouri into Nebraska and 
Iowa, over the whole of Kansas and 
into Oklahoma and Indian Territory. 
Snow fell to a depth of nearly a foot. 
At some points, particularly north of 
Kansas City, In !ow*a and Nebraska, 
telephone and telegraph wires were 
rendered useless by sleet. The ther¬ 
mometer was close to the zero mark, 
showing a fall In temperature ^ince 
midnight of eleven degrees, and a fall 
within twenty-four hours of thirty-five 
degrees. Mor* snow, with a continued 
fall in temperature, was predicted.

To Withdraw From State Treasury 
Securities Deposited By Sun Life 
Insurance Company. 


Frankfort, Ky., Dec. 27.—[Special.]— 
Attorney Muir Welsslnger, of Louis¬ 
ville. to-day applied to State Insur¬ 
ance Commissioner Prewitt for author¬ 
ity to withdraw from the hands of the 
State Treasurer the securities deposited 
by the old Sun I.lfe Insurance Com¬ 
pany under the State law for protection 
of policy holders. The commissioner de¬ 
clined to authorize the withdrawal 
pending settlement of a case from the 
Jefferson Circuit pourt, which is now- 
before the Court of Appeals and In 
which the plaintiffs are a certain class 
of the former policy holders. The se¬ 
curities on file are of the value of about 
$200,000. It Is expected that the Ap¬ 
pellate Court will shortly dispose of the 
case In question.

St. Petersburg. Dec. 27.—While Em¬ 
peror Nicholas' manifesto on Russian 
reforms, coupled with the Government 
note of warning on the same subject, 
leaves no doubt that It Is the firm In¬ 
tention of the Emperor to maintain 
unimpaired the autocratic principle, 
which no well-informed observer here 
ever imagined he would relinquish, and 
not yield to tbe Zcmstvost demand for 
a National Legislature, the programme 
of reforms outlined Is a broad one, and 
If It had not been preceded by the agi¬ 
tation of the last few months would 
probably have been accepted w^lth uni¬ 
versal acclaim In Russia as extremely 
liberal. 

The raising of the peasants to an 
equality with other citizens of the em¬ 
pire is alone practically second only to 
the emancipation of the serfs, but 
hardly less Important are the guaran¬ 
tees which the manifesto directs to be 
Incorporated In the laws for the pro¬ 
tection of the personal liberties of the 
people against the abuses of adminis¬ 
trative arbitrariness. T)ic measures 
taken under the state of siege are no 
longer permissible except In cases of 
crimes against the State. 

• • • 

On Line of Zemstvos Demands. 

The Increase In the Independence and 
scope of the Doumas and Zemstvos, as 
well as the creation of smaller Zemstvo 
unites, the definite protection of the 
Jews, Armenians and other unortho¬ 
dox sects, and the revision of the press 
laws are all on the Hne of the Zemstvo 
demands. 

The extremists, of course, nre not sat¬ 
isfied, and many of the moderate llber- 
ars are disappointed. The Government 
note threatening dr fistic measures In 
the event of a continuation of agita¬ 
tion, considered necessary In Order to 
put a stop to existing ferment. Is re¬ 
sented deeply by them, and It is feared 
will Inflame rather than allay the pres¬ 
ent feeling. Harsh measures, it Is un¬ 
derstood, will, however, be avoided, and 
-the Government expects that the solid 
nature of the reforms offered will grad¬ 
ually draw to Its support all except the 
extreme radicals. 

• • • 

Witte Again In Favor. 

Fully as Important as the Govern¬ 
ment’s response to the Zetnstvosts Is 
the position In which M. Witte Is placed 
by confiding the reforms to the Com¬ 
mittee of Ministers, of which he is 
president. The old Finance Minister 
becomes the man of the hour, confirm¬ 
ing the reports that he Is again In high 
Imperial favor. Moreover, this body, 
the duties of which heretofore have 
been purely perfunctory. Is raised to 
the highest dignity, and thereby is In¬ 
stituted for the first time a species of 
ministerial responsibility which is apt 
to make the Committee of Ministers a 
real Cabinet. In addition to the Min¬ 
isters six Grand Dukes are members 
of the committee. 

As the Imperial manifesto directs the 
committee to ascertain "the best meth¬ 
od*’ of carrying the reforms Into effect, 
some papers, notably the Russ, find In 
these words that the committee may 
call In Zemstvo representatives. 

* • • 

Victory For Mirsky. 

The general opinion Is that the man¬ 
ifesto represent? a victory for Interior 
Minister Bvlatopolk-Mirsky, and the 
Conservative Liberals over M. Poble- 
donoBteff, procurator of the general 
Holy Synod, and the reactionaries and 
practically plac4*$ the strong combina¬ 
tion of M. Witte and Svlatopolk-Mira- 
ky behind the Government’s pro¬ 
gramme. The vagueness in which the 
reforms are outlined gives possibilities 
of expansion or limitation according to 
their ideas prevailing. With a man of 
Witte’s domination and force at the 
head of the Committee of Ministers Gie 
general belief Is that he will control in 
•the end. 

Those allied with the Ze mat volet* ex¬ 
press the intention of continuing the 
agitation despite the Government's 
note of warning. They believe that the 
dissimilarity of the two documents will 
enable them to continue the fight on 
the ground that the manifesto Is in a 
conciliatory spirit And represents the 
views of the Emperor and that the 
Government note with its covert threat 
of repression Is the work of the bu¬ 
reaucracy against which their cam¬ 
paign Is aimed. 


Officials In Bad Odor. 

St. Petersburg. Dec. 27.—It Is retort¬ 
ed that Grand Duke Sergius will not 
return to the governor generalship of 
Moscow until the end of the war. This 
decision, coupled with the reported 
resignation of the Prefecture of Police 
of Moscow* by M. Trepoff, is believed to 
be due to personal hostility toward both 
officials, owing to repressive measures 
they adopted against the recent demon¬ 
stration. 


Revolutionaries Me^t. 

St. Petersburg, Dec, 27—Tills being 
the seventy-ninth anniversary of the 
Decerntber revolt, about 1.W0 revolu¬ 
tionists me* at a banquet in 8L Peters¬ 
burg to-night. A strong force of police 
was stationed outside the hall for use 
In case of an emergency. The banquet 
continued till a late hour with revolu¬ 
tionary songs and speeches between # the 
courses. 

Disturbances In Moscow. 

Moscow, Dec. 27.—Th- second meet¬ 
ing of thv Zemstvo to-day was alterd- 
ed with considerable excitement and 
gave rise to serious street disturbances.

OUTSPOKEN CRITICISM 

Of Defeats In the Russian Navy By a 
St. Petersburg Paper. 

St. Petersburg, Dec. 27.—In an out¬ 
spoken article In reply to a recent let¬ 
ter of Admital Blrileff, which appealed 
| to the Russians hot to openly criticise 
the condition taf the navy the Feu** to¬ 
day declnies the time is passed for si¬ 
lence in view of the fact tha; the '’old 
system of concealing fact* Is respon¬ 
sible for the loss of 150.000.000 roubles 
worth ot warships and has covered us 
with shame and grief. It would be ab¬ 
surd to hide the defects that can stlil 
be repaired in the ships which remain 
at Crons^.adt and'Libau. We have al¬ 
ready criminally wasted enough time." 

The Rues enumerates the defect* in 
the ships stiff In Russian waters, aver¬ 
ring that the "peculiarities of struc¬ 
ture of several of the vessels destined 
for the Far Ea.-t make the voyage dan¬ 
gerous and the torpedo buute are in 
such a shocking condition that It 13 a 
matter of suTpi!?* that the authorities 
accepted their delivery Torpedo boats 
intended to re-enforce Vice Admiral 
Rojestve sky meat clearly not be dis¬ 
patched with the numerous defects 


which have been proved to exist In 
them." 

In conclusion the Russ pays: 

"Even If Admiral Rojestvenaky Is a 
clever leader and his 12.y00 comrades 
are heroic sailors every one knows that 
*.ve have imposed on them an almost 
superhuman task in consequence of our 
I no* being furnished with a true ac- 
1 count of the gravity of the events 
which have occurred since the fatal 
night of February 8.’* 

DEMAND RESTITUTION 

Of Ammunition Seized By Chinese 
Authorities At Fengtai. 

Pokln. Dec. 27.—The Russian officials 
here demanded of the Chlnw* Foreign 
Office yesterday the restitution of the 
three million rounds of arfimunEkm ap¬ 
parently destined for Port Arthur 
8*'iz»d by the Chinese authorities at 
Fengtai, near here, four days ago. The 
Russians assert that the ammunition 
was Intended only for the legation 
guard. 

It is learned at the Foreign Office 
that the Chinese Intend taking a strong 
stand in view of th£ frequent attempt* 
to smuggle arm* and ammunition. The 
bales of wool containing the cartridges 
seized at Fengtai were consigned to a 
European resident oLPokin, who b? now 
at Tien Tain faking part in tht* invertl- 
gatlon into the affair.

WORKING HARD 


TO GET EVIDENCE TO CORROBO¬ 
RATE D0D3E. 


District Attorney Jerome Confident¬ 
ly Believes He Will Make Out 
a Strong Case. 


New York, Dec. 27.—District Attor- 
ney Jerome and his assistants are 
working hard to obtain corroborative 
evidence In connection with the con¬ 
fession of Charles F. Dodge. w*ho was 
brought here from Texas on a charge 
of perjury which grew out of the 
Morse-Dodge divorce entanglement. 

This confession, according to current 
report. Involves a conspiracy on the 
part of men w^ll known here to defeat 
the ends of Justice: but the District At¬ 
torney Is understood to take the posi¬ 
tion that corroboration of the state¬ 
ments Is a necessity before any court 
or Jury, because Podfce admits that he 
committed perjury in the case. 

Procuring of this corrot>orative evi¬ 
dence is one of the most difficult tasks 
which has ever confronted the public 
prosecutor. It Is known that In sev¬ 
eral Instances he has found hirmelf 
face to face with obstacle* beyond 
which he cannot go. On several sides 
he is beset by the fact that communl a- 
tlous between a lawyer and hH client 
are privileged. What a client may 
have told his attorney cannot be nsksd 
of the lawyer. Documentary evidence 
of arr Incriminating nature Is difficult 
to obtain. 

In spite of these difficulties Mr. Je¬ 
rome Is confident that he will soon 
have a complete case against at least 
three men. and he Is hopeful that hla 
investigations will lead him not only to 
the Instruments of the alleged con¬ 
spiracy. but to the men w*hose Interest? 
made It vitally necessary that the con¬ 
spiracy should be carried out u* the 
District Attorney believe* It was plan¬ 
ned. 

It Is possible that the ra*e will not 
he presented to the grand lury to-mor¬ 
row, as was at first anticipated.

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REOPENING 


OF THE TALBOT CASE DUE TO 
NEW CANON LAWS. 


Bishop Was Twice Acquitted On the 
Charge of Wrongfully Depos¬ 
ing Dr. Irvine. 


Boston, Dec. 27.—The reopening of 
the long-standing controversy between 
the Right Rev. Bthelbert Talbot and 
the Rev. Dr. I. N. W. Irvine, announc¬ 
ed from Philadelphia, was made possi¬ 
ble by the action of the Episcopal gen¬ 
eral convention which met here In Oc¬ 
tober, In adopting a new* set of canon 
laws bearing on the subject of the tri¬ 
als. to remedy a defect In the old law's, 
which made no provision for courts of 
review or appeal. 

The Talbot-Irvine case was one of 
the several which led to the enactment 
of the new legislation. The fact that 
when an attempt was made two years 
ago Lo reopen the case against Bishop 
Talbot, who/twice had been acquitted 
on charges of wrongfully deposing Dr. 
Irvine and of other alleged offenses, the 
presiding bishop of the church, the late 
Right Rev. Thomas U. Dudley, of Ken¬ 
tucky. overruled the request of the ac¬ 
cusers on the ground that he had no 
canonical warrant to prqceed further, 
influenced the delegates In adopting the 
revised canon. 


Is Without Information.

PAULSEN WINS FIGHT OF 

EIGHT YEARS’ DURATION 


Escapes Serving Penitentiary Sen¬ 
tence By a Resort To Habeas 
Corpus Proceedings.

on. Ill. 

In the habeas corpus proceedings that 
were heard before Judge Bishop to-day 
K was contended for Paulsen that the 
law* of I87B, under which the banker bal 
been convicted, had been repealed in 
1903 without any saving clause and bad 
no more effect than If it had never ex¬ 
isted. 

"Paulsen's freedom to-day hinged on 
the point whether a case is still pending 
when appeal Is token from th? Illinois

Unless Congress Acts Promptly Com¬ 
merce Will Be Greatly Ham¬ 
pered Next Year. 


Philadelphia, Dec. 27.—John H. Lan¬ 
dis. superintendent of tbe United States 
Mint here, announced to-day that the 
available silver bullion of the country 
has been exhausted. Unless Coftgress 
takes prompt action to relieve the *Itu r 
atlon by authorizing the purchase of 
more sliver bullion for coining purpos-rs 
or by accepting a suggested temporary 
remedy, he said, commerce will be 
greatly hampered next year as a result 
of a $10,000,000 shortage In small silver 
coin. The prevailing conditions of the 
country’s collateral also entails whole¬ 
sale discharges of mint employes, to 
tnkt effect on January 1. and unless 
relief is obtained from Congress the 
regular mint force will be cut down to 
a nominal number within the next few 
months. •» 

"Sliver bullion." said Mr. Landis, "ha* 
been exhausted beonuse of the coining 
of our useless hoard of 558,000,000 stand¬ 
ard dollars, for which there never has 
been any reil popular demand. At the 
same time, with no available silver bul¬ 
lion, there Is,an urgent demand for $10.- 
000,000 minor subsidiary coin, without 
which the country's commerce wlU be 
greatly hampered next year. The Gov¬ 
ernment is, therefore, facing conditions 
which will compel ff either to go Into 
the market* and resume the purchase of 
silver bullion for coining purposes, or 
o \se recoin a portion or Its stock of 
silver dollars into subsidiary silver

MAN IS ELECTROCUTED. 


Rising Sun. Ind.. Dec. 27.—There 
was considerable delay this morning In 
getting back to the routine of the Gil¬ 
lespie cn.se. There was a continuation 
of evidence concerning the sixteen- 
gauge shotgun shell found by Russell 
Gibbs the morning after the murder of 
Elizabeth Gillespie, in the alley back 
of the Gillespie house and It: the op¬ 
posite direction from that in which, the 
State claims, Gtllesple ran when he ran 
across the street. This shell, which the 
defense presumes was discharged from 
the mysterious stranger’s shotgun as 
he was escaping to his buggy In the 
alley, was traced through a half-dozen 
hands. 

The defense scored a point this morn¬ 
ing by a ruling of the court admitting 
this slxte«*n-gauge shell as evidence, 
and it whs exhibited to the Jury. This 
ruling followed a long discussion, in 
which the State .urged that the defense 
had not formed a complete chain in 
tracing and establishing the Identity of 
the shell through the many persons 
tvhose hounds It had passed. 

The State has scored another knock¬ 
out blow on the mysterious stranger 
theory. The court lias sustained a mo¬ 
tion that, no matter how many myste¬ 
rious persons were hiding behind trees 
or standing in street comers near or 
around the Gillespie- house. they 
could not be brought into the evidence 
unless' they appeared on the night of 
the tragedy. This strikes at the quali¬ 
fications as witnesses of Severn! wom¬ 
en to testify that they had been con¬ 
fronted by strange men stepping out 
from behind trees or accosting them 
about the time of the murder. Some of 
these women somewhat resembled 
Elizabeth Gillespie, and It Is the theory 
of the defense , that the mysterious 
stranger was the man and that he mis¬ 
took these women for Elizabeth Gllles. 
pie.

A photograph of Frazer, which she 
sent tp her mother, shows him to be a 
rather handsome about thirty 

years of age, smooth faced.

Readers of press dispatches from 
New York ore probably often puzzled 
over the fact that the New York news 
gatherers appear to have all sorts of 
difficulties In positively naming the ho¬ 
tels at which persons figuring promi¬ 
nently, for the moment, in big matters 
of news, are established, says a New 
York letter to the Washington Star. 

Recently there was a striking In¬ 
stance in point of this. A woman whose 
mysterious ability to obtain vast sums 
of ready money from conservative per¬ 
sons and Institutions U a marvel to the 
curious, and Is also the chief object of 
attention of the New* York newspapers. 

The York newspapers were In¬ 

formed from a Western city, where 
there Is a big ‘‘end to the story,” that 
this woman was registered at a certain 
noted hotel in Fifth avenue. New York. 
Thither the men assigned by the New 
York City editors to “cover the New 
York end” went with the natural Idea 
that they might be able to see the 
woman figuring so prominently in the 
ne\v» und obtain her side of the storv. 

They were met at the hotel desk by a 
prompt and fiat denial that the woman 
was stopping there at all. More than 
that, the hotel people stated that the 
woman had never stopped there, and 
that, in fact, the hotel had never so 
much tin heard of her. 

There are various ways of “spring¬ 
ing” folks who secrete themselves In 
New York hotels, however. Baffled, the 
news searchers confalied a bit with the 
police of the precinct in which the hotel 
Is located. When thwir own affairs are 
not Involved the New York police are 
occasionally willing to go to quite a lit¬ 
tle trouble to aid favored workers on 
the ‘Hoffs of New' York newspapers. 

A plain clothes detective appeared at 
the hotel desk, stating that he had 
been sent by his Captain to investigate 
a little matter. News had reached the 
station, he said, that a certain woman, 
involved in a financial mess, about 
which a great deal was being written 
in the newspapers, ha/1 committed sui¬ 
cide at the hotel. The hotel people as¬ 
sured the defective that she had not 
done anything of the sort. This, of 
course, clinched the news-gatherers’ 
belief that the woman was really a 
guest of the house. The detective de¬ 
manded to have a look at the woman, 
to enable him to make a report with 
certainty to his Captain, and the hotel 
folks bad no way of dodging this de¬ 
mand. The detective had a short peep 
at the woman 'guest about whom so 
much is being printed, and thun he was 
enabled to describe her appearance to 
the jam of waiting news hunters down 
In the lobby. It is hardly necessary to 
say that only a little bird had Inform¬ 
ed the Police Department that the 
woman had committed suicide, and 
that the dodge was merely an adroit 
method of ascertaining beyond ques- 


These grafters, possessing “Who’s 
who?” information from every section 
of the United Stat*?s, only bad to look 
over the hotel registers, pick out a 
little list of promising names, compare 
the mums with the business and money 
rating given the p ossessors of the name* 
in the various publications devoted to 
that purpose, and then tail in and be¬ 
gin to work their w ljes upon the guests 
found to be the possessors of riches. 
The grafters who worked In the name 
of fake charities found this sort of 
work mighty remunerative, and not a 
few of them grew so rich at It that 
they were enabled to retire in affluence. 
They would simply send their cards to 
the giiesHs .w hose “names -had been se¬ 
lected,” and’ then ask for contributions 
to imaginary homes for the ag#»d. non¬ 
existent lying-in asylums, “phony” or¬ 
phan asylums, fictitious Institutions for 
the care of .superannuated printers, or 
what not. The game was something 
deilght/funy eAsy. Rich people visiting 
New York from all parts of the coun¬ 
try are generally in a gala mood, and 
they haven't the time to Inquire as to 
the merits of institutions. Imaginary or 
otherwise, toward which they a.re a=ke-J 
to contribute. So that in the day when 
New York's hotel registers were open 
to tihe Inspection of all huuds four out 
of five of them were oiled into contrib¬ 
uting to these thousand and one fraud¬ 
ulent fcbeines by the well-gToomed, 
plHUKlble and persuasive chaps working 
the dodges. 

The wealthy- guests at' hotels, more¬ 
over. u*ere at the mercy of all sorts of 
cheerful workers, who insisted upon 
selling them shares in fake gold mine?, 
who wa n led to let them in on the 
ground floor of a new automobile com¬ 
pany Just being organized, who wanted 
to sell them tickets, at $23 apiece, for 
charity balls that w'ere never, really 
•‘meant” to take place, and the rural 
guests with wealth were styredded be¬ 
yond uM calculation by these schemers, 
whose most ueeful Instrument of gain¬ 
ing easy money’ was the w ide-open hotel 
register. It Is a matter of police record 
that a wealthy farmer from Dakota 
was driven over to Bnavklyn from one 
of the hyphenated hotels one day. by 
a fake real estate man. and permitted 
to pay $ 14,000 in hand cash to the fake 
real estate man for a negro graveyard 
which was still in use.

Precautions Against Contagion. 

The State Board of Health Is to be 
commended for Its prompt action to 
gtrprd against the spread of smallpox 
wrflch has developed In the State pen¬ 
itentiary at Frankfort. It Is not 
only a menace to the people 
of Frankfort, but to the whole State, 
since without stringent precautions 
convicts whose terms expire, even 
though not personally afflicted, are 
liable upon their discharge to dissem¬ 
inate the disease through the 
State. The regulations adopted seem 
thorough and stringent, requiring as 
they do not only 1 eolation of those who 
have developed the disease, but the 
vaccination of ail attendants and pris¬ 
oners wit hin the w alls who "have not 
beep successfully vaccinated within 
three yeam> A similar precaution has 
been adopted in making a certificate to 
that effect necessary for the admission 
of any visitor or newly-convicted pris¬ 
oner. The ruler prescribed will form a 
good guide to counties and towns In 
securing exemption from the disease in 
jails, workhouses ami other Institutions. 
The precautions. In fact, Should every¬ 
where be taken without waiting for 
the disease to make Its appearance. 

Smallpox Is notably a winter disease, 
the development and spreading of 
which are promoted by crowding in 
heated and il'l-ventilated rooms or other 
places. It is a preventable disease by 
vaccination, and yet, at each recurring 
season, owing to the lack of precaution 
in guarding against it by this simple 
process, serious alarm Is created by 1U 
appearance in some portion of the Stoic 
with danger of It# becoming widely epi¬ 
demic. It has been but a few years 
since It prevailed throughout 6ix or 
eight mountain counties and required 
an ^?nergetlc^ and systematic campaign 
by the Sta'te Board of Health to arrest 
It. In addition to its appearance in the 
penitentiary Secretary McCormack re¬ 
ports fifty cases In Muhlenberg county, 
where he found only about 10 per cent, 
of the population vaccinated. He has 
notified the authorities that unless 
prompt steps are taken to stamp out 
the direase the counfy would be quar¬ 
antined. The resuft would entail 
great Inconvenience to the citizens 
of the county in the suspension of 
mahy branches of trade, and should 
command immediate respect to the or¬ 
ders of the medical board. It should 
also serve as a warning to other coun¬ 
ties to guard against similar condition. 
The sudden change from mild to severe 
w«mther Increases the necessity of 
prompt precaution against the appear¬ 
ance of the disease. The hoard recom¬ 
mends that each county shall prpvide 
an t Isolation hospital and give prompt 
attention to the vaccination of all per¬ 
sons who have not been successfully 
vaccinated within three years. 

In Louisville these precaulions have 
been observed and all prisoners in the 
Jail have been vaccinated. In all the 
other public Institutions, including the 
schools, the hygienic regulations are 
corwnendably enforced, and in such re¬ 
aped# the health of the city is well 
guarded. The provisions recently an¬ 
nounced for the '‘better sanitation of 
railroad trains will greatly add to our 
security against the Introduction of fhU 
or other contagious diseases, amongst 
which is now alao classed pneumonia, 
atong with diphtheria and scarlet fever. 

An such sanitary provisions are based 
upon the idea that prevention is better 
than cure. It la the distinctive feature 
of modern science In the conservation 
of health a s contradistinguished from 
thr older methods of awaiting tjie de¬ 
velopment of diseases and relying upon 


The Russian Ukase. 

The expected ukase of the Czar with 
reference to administrative reforms 
Justified the apprehensions which pre¬ 
ceded its Issue. It promises much, but, 
i In terms too general to inspire confi¬ 
dence, It gives nothing at all. Instead 
of a grant of freedom, a correction of 
abuses, it is an essay on Government, 
a declaration in favor of such reforms 
as may be necessary and practicable, 
an offer to remove restrictions that are 
not necessary; but what Is practicable, 
what restraints are unnecessary, we 
cannot Infer from a perusal of this doc¬ 
ument 

Still we are left to infer that the Lib¬ 
eral element feel/ encouraged, though 
they have not received nearly so much 
ns they expected. On the other hand 
the reactionaries, the grim and Inex 
orable defenders of existing abuses by 
which they profit, believe that too much 
has been promised, which means that 
If they can have their way the prom¬ 
ises shall never be redeemed. An an¬ 
alysis of the ukase gives us these 
points: 

First—The rigid enforcement of the 
low as the most Important pillar of 
the autocratic empire. 

Second—Thfit local Institutions be 
given as wide a scope as practicable 
in local matters. 

Third—The unification of Judicial pro¬ 
cedure so ns to secure the Independence 
of the courts. 

Fourth—Attention is to be given to 
State Insurance for workmen., 

Fifth—A revision of the exceptional 
laws decreed at a time of great crim¬ 
inal activity. 

Sixth—A revision of the laws relat¬ 
ing to liberty of conscience. 

Seventh—A revision of the laws lim¬ 
iting the rights of foreigners. 

Eighth—That all unnecessary restric¬ 
tions upon the liberty of the press be 
removed. 

It Is very justly complained that 
these statements leave too much to in¬ 
terpretation, which reminds us of the 
famous opinion of the Immortal Jack 
Bunsby; “The hearing of this observa¬ 
tion depends on the application of It." 
Tills note of Bunsby even runs through 
the whole document. Everything de¬ 
pends upon constitutional Interpreta¬ 
tion. the appliqatfon that Is to be made 
of the principles enunciated. To say 
that the press is to be “left to the pos¬ 
sibility of worthily fulfilling Its high 
calling, to be a true Interpreter of rea¬ 
sonable strivings for Russia's advan¬ 
tage. ** conveys no information as to 
what may be published In Russia or 
what must be suppressed. All that de¬ 
pend* upon one's opinion as to the way 
In which Russians should strive for 
the advantage of the empire. 

There is less ambiguity with refer¬ 
ence to what the ukase does not con- 
Uvln. There is no hint of a Constitu¬ 
tion. Representative government Is not 
suggested, except In local matters, and 
the point that representation of all sec¬ 
tions of the population Is to be confin¬ 
ed to local matters Is emphasized. Even 
the Insistence on the supremacy of the 
law and Its uniform administration Is 
qualified by the remark that It Is the 
most Important pillar of the autocratic 
empire. In other words, the law Is 
what pleases the Czar. It la the sup¬ 
port of autocracy because It is enacted 
by and for the autocrat. Back of all 
the general promises lies the unexpress¬ 
ed condition that he that gives may 
take away. All the reforms promised 
in these general terms are the free 
gift of the autocrat, and may be taken 
.back at any time, with or without a 
reasonable pretext. Tills means that 
there Is to be no real reform in the 
system of governmeht. but simply such 
ameliorations of administration as a 
benevolent despot may consider safe 
and useful to himself as well as to his 
people. 

It Is, therefore, not allowable to see 
In this pronouncement any sure sign 
of an amelioration of Russian condi¬ 
tions. But to be entirely Just, we must 
take Into consideration the Inherent 
difficulties of the situation. „ "What 
would you do If you were the auto¬ 
crat of all the Russlas?" Is a question 
which most of us would find It hard to 
answer In a way that would stand 
critical examination. That the people 
are capable of self-government it 
would be rash to affirm. The 
theory upon which our own Gov¬ 
ernment Is acting Is that the Filipinos 
are not only incapable of self-govern¬ 
ment. but that the time when they will 
be is so remote that it Is Inexpedient to 
promise them anything of the sort. 
Porto Rico and Ha>vail are expected to 
remain indefinitely in tutelage or in a 
territorial condition. For more than 
half a century New Mexico has been 
kept a territory on the ground that the 
people were not ready for statehood. 
But all of these people are probably 
better prepared for self-government 
than the Russians; some of them are 
certainly so. Accordingly, we are hard¬ 
ly In a position to throw stones at the 
Czar for saying nothing about giving 
his subjects representative Institutions. 

But In Russia there seems no prom¬ 
ise of a preparation for a better state 
of things. In the Philippines and in 
Porto Rico the. work of education is 
going on briskly. There Is at least 
ground for hope that the people In the 
course of time will be better prepared 
for the blessings of liberty, if ^ut ot 
independence. If Russia Ip ev*r to 
have papular government a period of 
preparation will bo needed. It la lam- 


A Dilemma For the Roads. 

The ralLroads of the country appear 
to be confronted by a serious dilemma 
They are advised that certain prac¬ 
tices by which great corporations get 
an advantage In rates are contrary to 
the law. ami are threatened with pun¬ 
ishment If they persist in violating it. 

On the other hand, the Steel Tru«t de¬ 
cides not to pay any attention to the 
law as laid dotvn by the Interstate 
Commence Commission. It will dis¬ 
criminate against those roads that un 
dertake to comply with the commis¬ 
sion’s demands, and will give them none 
of Us business that can be diverted to 
any other fine. 

If the roads do not obey the law they 
get Into trouble with the commission 
If they do obey It, <they come unVier 
the condemnation of the mighty trust, 
and lose a great deal of business which 
they can ill afford to do without. Noi¬ 
ls that necessarily the worst of it. If 
they defy the law as It now Is they are 
threatened with another by which they* 
may be deprived of the power of mak¬ 
ing their own rates, that power to be 
conferred on the commission. 

To this have we come as the re¬ 
sult of the operations of the anti-trust 
law. Thait was prpfesaedly intended to 
restrain the Industrial trusts, such as 
the United States Steel Corporation. It 
failed to do this, but was found to be 
applicable t6 the railroads. So the roads 
must obey the law or suffer punish¬ 
ment. 

The Steel Trust not only does not 
obey ft, but proposes to punish the 
roads that do. Our progress in trust 
busting has this extent, no more.

In 
The enactment of laws, Itowewer, he Is a 
potential factor. It Is his duty to rec¬ 
ommend such legislation as he may deem 
necessary, but each house of Congrw# Is 
us free ifco reject a proposition as he Is 
to submit It. The Hbuse of Representa¬ 
tives, the Senate and the PrasUlent are 
co-ordinate branches of the law-making 
department, and each Is Independent ot 
both of the others. But opjxmKlon to pro¬ 
posed legislation 1# not ‘defying the pow¬ 
er of President RbbeeveU,’ and the use 
of such language would be far ie*« Inap¬ 
propriate Itt an unlimited monarchy than 
In the United States." 

The Post Is conspicuously old-fash¬ 
ioned. It had better discard Its horn 
spectacles and get a more modem pair 
of glasses through wrtioh to contemplate 
"the power of a President," or Us re¬ 
porters may be denied the news of the 
Government departments and the 
weather reports may be withheld from 
its columns.

SENDS MESSAGES BY WIBE 
WITH ORDINARY TYPEWRITER 


[New York Telegram to the Chicago Trib¬ 
une.] 

J. C. Barclay, of the Weetern Union Tel¬ 
egraph Company, and formerly of Chica¬ 
go. has perfected a ‘mechanism to send 
telegrams by typewriter. It needs no 
knowledge of the Morse code nnd no re¬ 
ceiver at the other end, another type¬ 
writer putting It down as sent. The sys¬ 
tem lias been in operation between New' 
York and Buffalo since Monday. 

Briefly, the invention consist# of an ap¬ 
pliance to an ordinary typewriter, by 
w'hlch a person sending from one city lias 
hi# message printed by a similar type¬ 
writer In another city. 

Unlike any other telegraph printing in¬ 
ventions, the typewriter does not click off 
the Morao alpha pet. but the sender writes 
his message before him, Juat as an opera¬ 
tor on a typewriter would do, and the 
printed message appears In duplicate on 
the typewriting machine miles distant. 

All that It is necessary to do at the re¬ 
ceiving end. It Is said. Is to fvod pap*»r Into 
the typewriting machine, or a roll of pa¬ 
per ran be so arranged that It will unwind 
as the messages are received. 

According to Mr. Barclay, the sender 
need be only a typewriter operator to use 
the machine.

BEAUTIFUL WEDDING 

IN MERCER COUNTY. 


A miniature volcano rising from the 
crater of a great extinct volcano, and 
the whole presenting the spectacle of a 
fairylike # lslnnd In a faryllke lake— 
such Is the freak of nature to be seen 
in the heart of the Cascade mountains, 
says a Portland, Ore., corresx>ondent of 
the New York Herald. Crater Lake, a# 
It is galled, has been made a public 
park bjr an act of Congress passed two 
seaslons ago, but notwithstanding its 
beautiful scenery little Is really known 
about it on account of Its situation, 
which Is out of the way of the lines 
usually taken by tourists. 

It is owing to fiel^f experts of the 
Geological Survey, notably Joseph Silas 
Dlller. that Crater Luke, which, in Mr. 
Ollier's opinion, is the finest piece of 
natural scenery in the United States, 
has been properly Investigated and de¬ 
scribed. Crater Lake marks the site of 
a mountain which some time in the 
past fell a victim to self-destruction. 

Volcanic jpoumains commit suicide 
In various ways. Some blow their 
heads off, like Papruidayang. In Java, 
which reduced Its height during an 
eruption In 1772 by 4,000 feet; or Ban- 
diUsan, in Japan, which hurled Its 
head and shoulders into the air in one 
great explosion In 1SS8. 

Other mountains collapse Into the in¬ 
terior of the earth. It is to this class 
that the peak which occupied the site 
of Crater Lake belonged. The lake is 
the deepest body of fresh water In the 
Ufiited States, having a depth of 2,000 
feet. A fact that puzzles those not ac¬ 
quainted with the nature of its formtw 
tion Is that it has no visible outlet.

The gigantic walls tower up two thou¬ 
sand feet above the surface. Grent 
coniferous trees c-lothe the cliffs which 
rise out of the depths. Chance gave

Here was an enor¬ 
mous pit. five and a half miles or so 
wide, four thousand feet deep and about 
twelve cubic miles in volume. The 
sunken area, or "rim," is half full of 
water. 

To make the descent to the water the 
Government men found that was not 
easy, as they had no tackle and no boat 
to use when they got there. But they 
plucklly made the attempt. Having 
tumbled logs over the cliffs at a suit¬ 
able point, they gradually worked their 
way dow n, made the timbers into a 
raft anTpaddled to Wizard Island.

Story of tho Lake. 

The men of science had only to glance 
at the formation of Crater Lake to note 
several significant points Which suppli¬ 
ed the key to the problem. They noticed 
that through the outer slopes of the 
crater rose upward In a gentle gradient, 
the inner slopes, rising from the water, 
were steep and precipitous, with ab¬ 
rupt ledges of evidently volcanic origin, 
but with huge cliffs running sheer down 
from crest to water line, defying the 
climber. , . 

Signs of glacier action were revealed. 
The explorers came upon evidences or 
volcanic eruption, and at the crest of 
the rocky rim they found bowlders, pol¬ 
ished and rounded, scattered aboUv, In¬ 
dicating that there must have been at 
one time something above froth which 
these slid.

To the untrained obs-erver the Wizard 
would appear to be a remnant of the 
sacrifice of Mt. Mazuma. But Wizard 
Tsland was built up by forces of fire 
and steam which caused the disap¬ 
pearance of Mt. Mazuma. A email ex¬ 
tinct volcano, with cinder cone, crater 
and surrounding lava field, came up 
from the bottom of the pit long after 
the disappearance of the mountain. 

The lake Is of . the moat beautiful 
color Imaginable. Further charm Is 
-riven to the surface by the translucent 
nature of its waters, which cause vivid 
refiectlcns of th© adjacent rocks to ap¬ 
pear. At the foot pf a bold cliff is nn 
outlying rock islet, one hundred feet 
high, known as the "Phantom Ship." 
Here the mirror like retlectlons In the 
water are striking. 

Ther© are no fish In ‘Crater(Lake; in¬ 
deed. all forms o.f life are r&re within 
It and along the borders of the water. 
The absence of fish Ls not a matter of 
♦urprise. as they have no means of 
transporting th«mre!ves to inland 
bodies of water. If. too, such natural 
agencies of dispersal or the wind, or 
birds, happen to carry the seeds of 
aquatic flowering plants to the lake 
they do not appear to flourish, and 
even algae ar.d mosses are almost en¬ 
tirely absent. The extremes of temper¬ 
ature In the district doubtless account 
to a great extent for the scarcity of 
animal and plant life.

CIVES EVIDENCE OF YEAR’S 
PROSPERITY. 


BOLES SUIT COMPROMISED. 


Georg-e Borgerdfng and Joseph M. 
Williamson, composing the Board of 
Sinking- Fund Commissioners of New 
Albany, yesterday submitted their re¬ 
port for the six months ending Decem¬ 
ber 27. 1904. The report shows a bal¬ 
ance on hand Jdne 27, 1904, of 135*061. 
Since then there have been collected 
and turned over taxes to th© amount of 
$9,507.59. making a total of $44,609.19. 
There has been disbursed since that 
time, as interest on the bonded debt 
and for other expenses, $8,502.50, leav¬ 
ing a balance on hand yesterday of 
$36,166.69. 

Out of this balance the Interest on 
the refunding bonds, amounting to $7.- 
275, will mature January 1. and will be 
paid on demand, leaving a balance of 
over $28,000. Outside of the refunding 
bonds, which amount to $291,000, the 
city of New Albany has a bonded in¬ 
debtedness of about $75,000, only a 
small part of which matures for several 
years. At the present rate of ac¬ 
cumulating. by the time these bonds 
are due the Sinking Fund Commis¬ 
sioners will have a balance on hand to 
be used In paying a part of this indebt¬ 
edness. As the credit of the cKy is 
high, there will be no difficulty in Rout¬ 
ing a loan to secure the funds with 
which to pay the remainder. A few 
years ago $50,000 of New Albany 6 per 
cent. I Kinds fell due. The Sinking Fund 
Commissioners had $25,000 on hand. 
This was applied toward i*B.y\ng one- 
half the indebtedness, while the re¬ 
mainder was provided for by issuing 
$25,000 of 3 per cent, bonds, which were 
readily taken. The $291,000 of refunding 
bonds, bearing 5 per cent, interest, 'will 
mature in 1915, and should the pres¬ 
ent financial conditions exist, with the 
credit of New Albany maintained, 
there will be no difficulty In refunding 
It at 4 p^r cent., and possibly less. 

GETS GOOD COMPROMISE 


For Injuries Sustained In St. Louis 
— In September. 

While Oort Boles, of New Albany, 
was In St. Louis last September on tils 
wedding trip, he fell through a street 
excavation not properly protected, und 
In the fall his right ftvot was so badly 
crushed that several bones were re¬ 
moved from the instep and he was con¬ 
fined in a hospital there for more than 
n month. After returning to his home 
in New Albany he Instituted a suit 
against the city of St, Louis to recover 
$10,000 for personal injuries. Prepnra¬ 
tions were being made for the trial, 
when Boles was notified a few days ago 
that a compromise might be effected.

In Jeffersonville Finances Shown By 
Monthly Report. 

Among the other business of the Jef¬ 
fersonville City Council last night w'as 
the reading of the monthly reports of 
the City Clerk and Treasurer for No¬ 
vember. it being shown that the finan¬ 
cial condition Is considerably Improv¬ 
ed. Jn his report City Treasurer T. W. 
Perry showed a total of $17,212.46 In his 
hands, as follows; General fund, 
$3,051.64; Interest fund, $7,133.22; sinking 
fund. $2,077.13; Eastern cemetery fund, 
$478.18; street improvement fund. 
$4,472.29. 

Liquor licenses were granted to Ed¬ 
ward Cowman, Wililarh F. Btemler and 
Fred Rapp. An ordinance was pre¬ 
sented regulating the speed of street 
cars to ten miles per hour, with a pen¬ 
alty of any sum not exceeding $50, to 
be paid by the company operating the 
line. Mr. Sparks moved to substitute 
twelve for ten miles per hour, which 
w T as lost by a vote of seven to four. 
The drigli *1 ordin mce n a* t hen adopt - 
ed by n unanimous vote. An ordinance 
to prevent the grazing of stock In the 
corporate limits of the city, with a pen¬ 
alty of not more than $20, was read, and 
after considerable discussion • w f as re¬ 
ferred. with a view' of repealing former 
ordinances. 

A tester of gas and electric meters 
ordinance was read, the Intention being 
to appoint a skilled person for the posi¬ 
tion. who shall be paid by the one hav¬ 
ing the testing done. The measure w as 
referred to the Ordinance Committee. A 
fourth ordinance requiring street curs 
to be provided with fenders was pre¬ 
sented, the penalty being not to ex¬ 
ceed a fine of $10 per day for each day 
any car was in use. Mr. Willey ob¬ 
jected to the ordinance because It did 
not specify any time for equipping the 
cars, adding that the line he represent¬ 
ed was already equlppqd. The ordi¬ 
nance w’as at last adopted without a 
dissenting vote. 

Bills aggregating $367.19 w ere allowed, 
as follows: Streets and alleys. $113.99; 
Fire Department. $52.69; contingent, 
$173.46; park and City Hall. $15.05; print- 
lug and books. $8.50; Eruptive Hospital. 
$3.50. Roy Howard presented an item¬ 
ized bill for plastering done at the 
pesihouse of $44.60. he having been air 
lowed a bill much Ibwer some time ago, 
and on motion of Mr. Cunnlnghuim the 
bill was laid upon the table. 

The Mayor made a statement that 
he had a conference with Col. J., M. 
Marshall regarding the Improvement of 
Kkin avenue in front of the Govern¬ 
ment Depot, and had been asked to 
forward an estimate and a letter em¬ 
bodying the request. The same course, 
the Mayor said, would be taken regard¬ 
ing the disposal of the waste water 
coming from the depot. The special 
committee appointed to u*k for free 
lights for the city buildings stated that 
further time was desired. Mr. Scheer, 
from the Committee on Streets and Al¬ 
leys, brought Up the question of the 
traction company placing a pier on the 
sidewalk ai Maple and Mulberry 
streets and asked that the Council 
take up the question and see If the 
company could not be compelled to re¬ 
pair the damage and place the obstruc¬ 
tion on private property.

TAYLOR, LAWSON AND JONES 
IMPLICATE OTHERS. 


CHRISTMAS MAIL DELIVERED. 


AVUlfcun Lawson, "Plea*" Taylor and 
"Son" Jones, three of the negroes un¬ 
der arrest by the Federal authorities 
on the charge of conspiring to intimi¬ 
date voters at the recent election, have 
ma le alleged confessions, admitting 
their gulR and RnpUcatinff others. The 
statement* were evidently made liy'the 
hope of being allowed to turn State's 
evidence and either to escape punish¬ 
ment or do receive light eenrtencos, R, 
D. Hill, the District Attorney, said yes¬ 
terday that he had had nothing to do 
with the confession* and refused* even 
to allow his stenographer to take down 
the prisoners* statements. He had not 
been furnished a copy of the confes¬ 
sions, he naid. or.d had purposely re¬ 
frained from having ainy communica¬ 
tion with the accused men. 

Lawson and Taylor made their con¬ 
fessions to Henry F. Cas«1n ( the United 
State* Commissioner, and a stenog¬ 
rapher. specially employed for the oc- 
oaGcm, reported the etatenv-nts. It is 
said that they admitted that iheir tes¬ 
timony at the examining trial was un¬ 
true; that they dl<f purposely intimi¬ 
date voters at the election, and gave 
the name* of men who. they said, were 
imp Heated and the name* of other*, 
who, they s4ld. employed them to 
•'•bully'’ the voter*. "Son" Jones, w’ho 
was arrested in New T York, is said to 
have made a confession there tn which 
he corroborated the statements made 
by Lawson and Taylor In their confes¬ 
sion*. |

Jones Brought Back. 

“Son" Jones wa* brought to Loul*- 
vllle lort night and placed in the Jef- 
fewron county Jail by James Kelker and 
P. Glkki>\ Deputy United Slates Mar¬ 
shals. of New York, who were met at 
the train by William JjfeLOdes, a local 
Deputy. 

Wien a-ked In regard bo his confes¬ 
sion. which w as radd to have been made 
In New York. Jones said: 

"I struck at John Solomon, who was 
In the line to vote, because he struck 
at me.* I didn't hit him* I never said 
that 1 was hired by any policeman, be¬ 
cause I wasn't. I wta* there of my own 
free will. I haven't got any Interest In 
whether other people vote or not." 

While he \ras talking to a reporter in 
the anteroom of the Jail Deputy Blade* 
said bo him: 

"Don't you say anything. Keep stJM. 
Don’t you know thl* man i» a re¬ 
porter?" 

A rboment later Blades said: 

"He can talk if he wants to." 

Jones, however, kept silent after the 
warning from Blades, and refused to 
say anything further. Mr. Kelker, who 
was In charge of the prisoner, said that 
Jones' "oonfesifion’' In New York was 
practically the same a« he aua'ted last 
night. Strict orders were issued to the 
JatLr by United State* officials not to 
allow any* or.e to »ee the prisoner un¬ 
less a written order from the United 
State* officials wtas presented. 

"My Information on this question," 
said Mr. Hill yesterday, "is that Law- 
son on his way to Jn 11 after the ex¬ 
amining trial told William Rladefc. the 
Deputy ’Marshal, who had the prisqpere 
in charge, that he w'ouM like to tell ttll 
he knew about the case. He asked 
Mr. Blade* to come to see him at the 
Jail. When the conversation wu* re¬ 
ported to me 1 said that if the prison¬ 
ers had any statements to make they 
should go before the Uommlssioner. but 
that I. ac the prcus^cutlng officer, could 
have no connection with the matter. 
The negroes. 1 am informed, went be¬ 
fore Mr Cassia and told their story, 
which is corroborated in the most im¬ 
portant particular* by a imitement 
which. I am Informed, ’Son* Jones 
made after hi* arrest in New York."

Ha was In the East pretty 
much all through the late summer and 
fall, in spile of the fact that he had a 
Ufg string In Chicago which needed his 
direction, and he attended pftrsnmaUy ail 
the sales of yearlings. Inhere are In hi* 
stables, at Memphis fifty-six head of 
•horses. They are chiefly yearlings; thait 
U to say, colts and Allies, which, by vir¬ 
tue of an \nnbltrary regula/tlcm of the 
Jockey Ohib t will become two-year-old* 
the first of January.. They are a repre- 
amtative lot. 4 

Mr. Smut hers played no favorites 
among the stock farms when he bought 
thesse colts and Allies.

TANK BURSTS 


DOING BIG DAMAGE AND 
THREATENING MORE. 


Foundry Suffers. Apparently, As Par¬ 
tial Result of the High 
Wind. 


The bursting of * tank containing 
10.000 gallons of water created a panic, 
killed a mule, crushed three delivery 
wagons, came near drowning Miss Lula 
Browm and caused a fire alarm to be 
sounded at 8:15 o'clock last night, caus¬ 
ing damage estimated at $1600. The 
tank was in the rear of the Crown 
Laundry at Floyd and Market streets, 
and was used by the laundity for treat¬ 
ing well water used In washing delicate 
fabrics. 

The big tub stood on a steel tower 
fifty feet high, and when the steel 
hoops gave way It was full of water 
pumped Into It late yesterday after¬ 
noon for use In laundry work to-day. 
The drivers of the three delivery wag¬ 
ons had Just left the wngonshed, Im¬ 
mediately under the tank, when the 
latter burster! with a loud noise, liber¬ 
ating the water, which fell with Its 
great weight upon the wagonshed and 
boiler-room, crushing the shed as if it 
had been an egg. The wagon drivers 
had left It but a few* minutes before, 
taking the horses to a livery stable cu 
First street. 

The roof of the shid was mashed 
upon the wagons, ruining them. On? 
mule belonging to the laundry com¬ 
pany had been left under the shed, and 
was killed. 

• • • 

Miss Brown’s Scare. 

Miss Lula l/row’n. employed at the 
laundry, was In the boiler-room at the 
time of the accident and wa* frighten¬ 
ed into hysteric* by the crash and 
sluice of water that flowed over the tin 
roof above her. Miss Brown said she 
heard the crash and believed a cyclone 
had w’recked tla* building. 

A fire alarm %as turned lit by aome 
one who heard the crash. The Fire 
Department reached the scene a few 
minutes later and went to work to re¬ 
move the wreckage about the wagon- 
shed, fearing that some of the wagon 
drivers had been crushed under it. The 
only fatality was found to be the mule. 

W. A. Haas, manager of the Crown 
Laundry, estimate* the dAmage at 
$1,500. ‘The tank was put up two years 
ago.** said Mr. Haas, ”at a cost of $600. 
The mule was a valuable one, for 
which we had refused a good price, 
while all the wagons crushed under the 
shed roof w’ere good ones. The greatest 
loss, however, may yet result, as we 
cannot do certain clusses of laundry 
work until the tank is replaced.'* 

The cause of the bursting of the 
heavy steel bunds of the tank is attrib¬ 
uted to the heavy wind w hich prevailed 
during the day and early evening. Mr. 
Haa* believes that the swaying of the 
tank tower, added to the weight of wa¬ 
ter and effect of the lowering tempera¬ 
ture on the steel bands, was responsible 
for the break. _ __

COLD WAVE COMES SUDDENLY. 


THERMOMETER MAY GO TO 15 
DEGREES ABOVE ZERO. 


WIND AT 38 MILES AN HOUR. 


Down, down, down 
r Will the mercury go; 

And snow may fall. 

And high wind* blow. 

Mgj. H. B. Mersey, the weather ob- 
eeiver, was in a poetical frame of mind 
yesterday, following the receipt of sev¬ 
eral Christmas presents, and wrote the 
forecast for to-day in rhyme. It was 
not an especially good rhyme, he said; 
but U told the story. As the Major 
wrote the mercury tumbled In the tube, 
and as it took him three hours to dash 
off the jingle the mercury had time to 
drop 28 degrees before he finished. 

The cold wave predicted arrived 
about 11 o’clock yesterday. The rain 
clouds cleared away and the thermom¬ 
eter began to fall with rapidity. A 
drop of at least forty degrees Is ex¬ 
pected by this morning, and may go 
lower. The temperature will hardly be 
above twenty degrees above zero this 
morning, and it may be as low as fif¬ 
teen degrees. The weather map shows 
nothing to Indicate that a rise In tem¬ 
perature n\ay come to-day. and it is 
not improbable that before the cold 
wave has spent Itself the mercury may 
touch the zero mark. A minimum of 
ten degrees above zero by to-night 
would not astonish the weather man 
at all.

Sudden Drop In Temperature. 


The warm weather of the past few

The change In temperature brought 
i . ' inconvenience and discomfort to many 
persons in Louisville yesterday. Many 
business men. rising to find a tempera¬ 
ture far above the normal, left for their 
offices without their overcoats, and 
started home last night in bitter win¬ 
try weather, shivering and saying 
things about the climate. In many 
homes the furnaces had been allowed 
to go out. and the family depended on 
a few open fires when the change came, 
and it was hours before the houses 
could be made comfortable again. 

The rainfall has been heavy In the 
past few* days, and a good stage of 
water is assured in the Ohio river. 
MaJ. Hcrsey said yesterday that the 
river would hardly freeze In time to 
interfere with the passage of the coal 
fleet which recently left Pittsburg. The 
river does not freeze readily when It is 
rising, and it is when it is falling that 
it becomes clogged with Ice quickly. In 
Louisville a little over two inches of 
rain fell*during the recent storm.

Damage Done By Wind. 


The wind did not appear to be gen¬ 
eral, but was strong 4n the eastern sec¬ 
tion of the city. Damage to trees and 
telephone lines was reported from the 
eastern outskirts of the city, while 
*hade trees, signs and billboards were 
handled rudely in some sections of the 
city, mostly east of Fourth avenue. 

The only personal injury reported was 
caused ty the blowing down of a large 
billboard at Second and Walnut streets 
and the serious injury of Roy E. Hard¬ 
esty, proprietor of a restaurant at 335 
Third avenue. Mr. Hardesty was pass¬ 
ing west on Walnut street w-hen the 
gale swept in. ‘He paused behind the 
sign board to escape the heavy wind 
and whs standing almost against the 
structure when it began swaying with 
the wind.

Badly Beaten and Knows of No Cause 
For Attack.

Are Big Trusts. 


VIEWS OF ROCKEFELLER. 


CAPTAINS OF INDUSTRY SAID TO 
FAVOR PLAN. 


WHAT SOME OF THEM SAY. 


New York. Dec. 27.—A Washington 
telegram to the Brooklyn Eagle says: 
Bom* of the biggest captains of indus¬ 
try in the Untied States are on record 
In Government reports as favoring Fed¬ 
eral licences for trusts and corporations 
engaged In interstate commerce. Such 
men as John D. Rockefeller. Henry 
H. Rogers. John D. Amhrbold and John 
W. Gates testified before the industrial 
Commission a few years ago that they 
-would like to see the enactment of a 
law that would put trusts under the 
control of the Federal Government, 
along the lines recommended by .kunes 
R. Garfield. Commissioner of Corpora¬ 
tions. 

The strong indorsement of these In¬ 
fluential mist men of Oomffndssloner 
GajrfleM’a proposition of Federal li¬ 
censes for corporations engaged in in¬ 
terstate commerce makes It not im¬ 
probable that Oo-ngrees will enact a law 
of the kind desired. Officials of the 
Administration have had assurances 
that a reasonable national law would 
l>e welcomed by the trusts. Many of 
the big corporations are now hampered 
and harassed by State taxes and State 
laws to an extent that Is frequently 
embarrassing Hence the Idea of one 
controlling authority, with a single set 
of taxes, is hlghly^plearlnc. Objection 
io tills scheme will naturally be looked 
for from such States as New Jersey, 
which are largely supported by corpor¬ 
ation eaxes. The fact that eonve of the 
most influential men In the trust world 
believe In Federal regulation of corpor¬ 
ations will go a great way toward se 
curing legislation on -the subject. 

• • • 

Ideas of Mr. Rockefeller. 


Mr. Rockefeller, president of the 
Ftandard Oil Company, expressed him¬ 
self -before the Industrial Commission 
!n favor of •'Federal legislation under 
which corporations may he created and 
regulated.” In referring to gradual 
development of the Standard Oil Trust. 
■Mr. Rockefeller said: “Every step 
taken was necessary In the business if 
it was to be properly developed, and 
only through such successive steps and 
by such an Industrial combination Is 
America to-day enabled to utilize the 
bounty which Its land pours forth, 
and to furnish the world with the best 
and cheapest light ever known, receiv¬ 
ing in return therefor from foreign 
lands nearly $ 50 , 000,000 per year, most 
of which Is distributed in payment of 
American Kiibor. 

“I have given a ptc<ure rather than 
a detail of the growth of one industrial 
combination. It Is a pioneer, amd Its 
work has been of incalculable value. 
There nre other American products be¬ 
sides oil for which the markets of the 
world can bv opened, and legislators 
■will be blind to our best Industrial in¬ 
terests If they unduly hinder by legis¬ 
lation the combination of persons and 
capital requisite for the attainment of 
no desirable an end.” 

• • • 

The Chief Dangers. 


When naked to name the chief disad¬ 
vantages or dangers to the public aris¬ 
ing from trusts, Mr. Rockefeller said: 
“The dangers are that the power con¬ 
ferred by combination may be abusc*d; 
that combinations may be formed for 
speculation in stocks rather than for 
conducting business, and that for tins 
purpose prices may he temporarily rais¬ 
ed Instead of l>elng lowered. These 
abuses are possible to a greater or less 
extent in all combinations, large or 
small, but this fact is no more of an 
argument against combinations than 
the fact that steam may explode Is an 
argument against steam. Steam Is nec¬ 
essary and cun be mode comparatively 
safe. Combination is necessary and its 
abuses can be minimized: otherwlss qur 
legislators must acknowledge their in¬ 
capacity to deal with the most Impor¬ 
tant instrument of industry. Hitherto 
most legislative attempts hnve been an 
effort not to control, but to destroy; 
hence their futility.” 

In reply to a question ns to what leg¬ 
islation. if any. he would suggest re¬ 
garding Industrial combinations, Mr. 
Rockefeller said: “First. Federal legis¬ 
lation under which corporations nmy l>e 
created and regulated, if that be possi¬ 
ble. Second. In lieu thereof. State legis¬ 
lation ns nearly uniform ns possible en¬ 
couraging combinations of persona and 
capital for the purpose of carrying on 
industries, but permitting State super¬ 
vision, not of a character to hamper In¬ 
dustries. but sufficient to prevent frauds 
upon the public.” 

• • • 

Rogers Favors Federal Law. 

Henry H Rogers, another officer of 
the Standard Oil combination, Informed 
the commission that this groat trust 
would be willing to abandon Its organi¬ 
zation under th^ State laws for the 
sake of Incorporating under the United | 
Stale® He does not believe that under t 
the present Constitution such national 1 
Incorporation laws could be passed, but ( 
favors an amendment for that purpose. i 
Such n system would be of advantage 
In enabling corporations to do business 
In tlte several States subject only to the 
laws of thoeo States as regards taxa¬ 
tion; it would also lessen litigation re¬ 
garding corporations. 

The following Interesting examination 
Indicates In detail Mr. Rogers’ opinion 
on this question 

Q.—You favor the suggestion .(bout 
conducting such large interest® as you 
are now carrying on under :? national 
corporation? A — Most certainly, and I 
would like to explain l think the En¬ 
glish law\ ns referred to yesterday. Is 
most desirable In It* operation, and Is 
most « t:< loiifing to capita,I and protect¬ 
ing to labor and to everybody Interested 

Q.—Would you be willing, in case there 
should be u general corporation law of 
the United States which seemed to be 
fair and equitable, to organize under that 
law and transfer or abandon your or¬ 
ganization under the State laws’ A.— 
Must assuredly. 

Q.—You would fnvor publication «>f rec¬ 
ords and a supervision or stock issued by 
Federal authority? A.—Certainly. 

Q.— I would Ilk** to ask Mr Rogers 
whether he has invest gated that question 
from the legal standpoint, to know wheth¬ 
er It can be done under tin- present Fed¬ 
eral Constitution? A - 1 should Judge, 
from all I hnve heard, that It cannot. 

Q —You would be In favor, then, of 
amending the Constitution so that it run 
be done? A —I believe. If we are going j 
to be the greatest cominhrclnl nation In 
the world, that the Constitution ought 
to be amended so that Federal charters 
can be granted on some such plan os the 
English 

Q —Has not the United States already 
granted a charter In the matter of the 
Nicaraguan Canal? A.—I understand sj>e- 
elnl charters have been granted by the 
Federal Government under the old Con¬ 
stitution; hut to make such a eluinge os 
is contemplated here ft should be op- 
plied to no particular corporation, but 
should be general and should cover every¬ 
thing. 

Q.—You would rather have :i general 
provision that they coutd Incorporate 
under, without special .authority or Con- 
gr•ss. A—1 would practically use th«» 
same machinery In the Federal Govern 
merit that is now used by the several 
States 

Q.—As a business man. would you state 
the advantac-g that you see In these Fed¬ 
eral corporations as io commerce und 
the public generally? A.—The advantage 


would be, In my Judgment, the power 
to do business In several States under 
the Federal law. subject only to such 
laws of the States as pertain to taxes 
and the police regulations that govern 
In our States 

Q — And that supreme regulation and 
supervision should be vested in the Fed¬ 
eral authority? A.—Yes; so far as legis¬ 
lation is concerned. It could rest with 
the Federal Government very largely. 

Q — Also, i supiKwe. that would lessen 
litigation in respect to corporations? A.— 
1 think so, decidedly. 

Q—Is not that one of the features the 
Standard i*>opti- would naturally propose 
us an amendment to the Constitution? 
A -We axe rather case-hardened. Wc 
nre getting along In years, but we think 
the new and youngest Industrie® would 
be benefited materially. 

Another powerful factor In the Stand¬ 
ard Oil Trust, Vice President John D. 

! Archbold, told the members of the In¬ 
dustrial Commission that the solution 
of the difficulties involved In the con¬ 
trol of trusts lay in a Federal law. He 
said: 

*'If you should ask me what legfela- 
tjon can be Imposed to Improve the 
present condition. 1 answer -that the 
next grea.t, and. to my mind Inevitable, 
step of progress In th*» direction of our 
commercial development lies in the di¬ 
rection of national or Federal corpora¬ 
tions. If such corporations should be 
made possible, under such fair restric¬ 
tions and provisions as should right¬ 
fully jvtfach to them - , any branch of 
business could be freely entered upon 
by all comem, and the talk of monop¬ 
oly would be forever done away with. 
Our present system of State corpora¬ 
tion®, almost as varied tn their provis¬ 
ions as the number of States, is vex¬ 
atious alike to the business community 
and to the authorities of the various 
Staffs. Such Federal action need not 
take away from their State** their right 
t«* taxation or police regulation, but 
w'ould make It possible for business 
organizations to know the general 
: terms on which they oould^ conduct 
* their business in the country at large. 
Lick of uniformity in the laws of va¬ 
rious States, as affecting business cor¬ 
porations, Is one of the most vexatious 
features attending the business life of 
any groat corporation to-day, end l 
suggest for your moat careful consid¬ 
eration the thought of a Federal cor¬ 
onation lew.” 

The views of John W. Gates differed 
somewhat from those of the Standard 
Gil men. He is in favor of the grant¬ 
ing of national charters, chiefly for the 
*Ake of legalizing the work of corpora¬ 
tions throughout the country. and pre¬ 
venting undue Interference by Rtate 
laws. He explained hi* opinion of the 
subject as follows: “I would be very' 
much In favor of having national char¬ 
ters granted; that any concern that 
a chart *r for a company of $&.- 
ObO.OOO or more would hard to go to 
Mashlngton and pay a substantial sum 
for that charter, and a substantial sum 
per annum thereafter. If the term of 
the charter was for ninety-nine years, 
they have got to pay so much for a 
charter, say $100,000. I would charge 
th*>m $1,000,000 a year for ninety-nine 
years and say to them: ‘Now you put 
that right in the* cost to start with be¬ 
cause you have got to help pay the ex¬ 
penses of the Government to the extent 
of $1,000,000 a year.* That would stop 
over-capitalization. It will legalize 
what »>m€ of our Mends term trusts, 
which are obnoxious to some of us, and 
it would be a good thing for the coun¬ 
try In general. I cannot understand 
why it Is fair for a firm that is legally 
organized under the State of New' Jer¬ 
sey or Delaware, to be ajtarked in Illi¬ 
nois. Iowa, or Nebraska, and I think 
the only way to overcome thlg Is to 
have national charters, so that when a 
man gets a national charter, he is not 
subject to attack except here in Wash¬ 
ington.'*

Texas has outgrown the six-shooter. It 
has also suffered enough because of Its 
unrestricted use. The Post (hies not as¬ 
sume to say Just what measure® are nec- 
r*s«ary to suppress it. but if the law can 
regulate the sale of poisons It ought to 
be equal to regulating the sale of six- 
shooters. The sale of poisons was made 
the subject of legislation because some 
unfortunate people became addicted to 
the use of drugs, while others. In mo- 
meuvts of despondency, purchased with 
suicidal Intent The six-shooter has 
found In Texas many more victims than 
all poisons combined, and tmwMJIng vic¬ 
tims at that. Men are going to have 
quarrels, but this thing of whipping out 
a gun and pumping lead into somebody 
every time a difficulty arises Is as un¬ 
necessary as It is uncivilized. 


Chicago. Dec. 27.—A Washington tele¬ 
gram to the Tribune says: More than 
tw'o months remain of the second Ad¬ 
ministration of William McKinley. 
Up to the present time, and In fact un¬ 
til March 4. Theodore Roosevelt has 
been the trustee for the previous Pres¬ 
ident. and it must be admitted that he 
be* sacredly followed out the lines of 
policy indicated by William McKinley. 

Men have been kept in office who 
were far from being satisfactory per¬ 
sonally to the present occupant of the 
White House metely because he knew 
they were serving under perrouial 
pledges from his predecessor. Several 
different lines of administrative policies 
whk*h he inherited from his predeces¬ 
sor have been rigidly kept to the front 
by President Roosevelt to the exclusion 
of bis own plans. 

Apparently he has never forgotten his 
trusteeship, but his obligations in this 
regard now' are practically at an end, 
and It is immediately noticeable that 
President Roosevelt Is looking Tthead to 
hi* Individual Administration and has 
begun to formulate a vast domestic 
policy of his ow v n. which was kept in 
the background as long as it seemed 
necessary to execute ftilly the trust Im¬ 
posed upon him by the great tragedy 
at Buffalo. 

• • • 

Undertaking a Big One. 

It Is an ambitious programme, even 
for a President. It has begun to de¬ 
velop only this winter, and as a mat¬ 
ter of course it will see its first frui¬ 
tion in the opening months of the new 
Administration. Many a man would be 
content to unfold one line of policy at 
a time, but not wo Theodore Roosevelt 
Having adopted his programme he la 
not afraid to state it in all honesty of 
h>la purpose. 

His message to Congress this month 
has outlined his future, and It may be 
taken for granted that hie inaugura¬ 
tion address to be delivered to the 
American people from the traditionary 
standpoint at the east front of the Cap. 
Itol will Impress the w'orld with the 
dignity and honesty of the presidential 
pu r poses. 

Tariff reform, the regulation of rail¬ 
road rates, national licenses for corpor 
atlons, and Federal control of Insur¬ 
ance companies In the Interests of the 
public—these are four big subjects, and 
yet President Roosevelt has not hes¬ 
itated to make suggestions regarding 
all of them at the present session of 
Congress. 

He knows <w$ well as any nmn knows 
that there is not the slightest possi 
Witty of any radical legislation on any 
one of these four subjects, «and yet the 
President probably has done wisely jo 
nmke his suggest Iona at the prerent 
time, so that the people will have a 
chance to think them over during the 
congressional recess, and can instruct 
their Representatives and Senators to 
return to Washington prepared to ex 
ecute the presidential programme, vast 
though U be.

Outlook For Tariff Revision. 


particular. He has. however, accepted 
the advice of party leaders. He has 
recognized that a revision of the tariff 
downwards is a serious thing to under¬ 
take. 

The present session of Congres is *i 
short on* and will be filled to over¬ 
flowing with the usual appropriation 
bills and other routine business.

eign countries. 

During the present seas I on It may be 
possible to outline one or more bills 
regarding the regulation of railroad 
rentes. A first class start has been made 
and In the development In this jxarticu- 
Ur line of policy the President has 
been remarkably successful In securing 
the co-operation of wise railroad mana¬ 
gers. They have felt the public pul#e 
successfully and have come to the con¬ 
clusion that If they do not accept a 
reasonable and carefully guarded Gov¬ 
ernment control of freight and passen¬ 
ger rates an outraged public will soon 
crowd something much more unpalata¬ 
ble down their throats. 


Extension of Power Likely. 


Since Congress met little or nothing 
has been heard of tariff revision. This 
does not mean that the President has 
forgotten the subject or that he pro¬ 
poses to abandon it. He probably has 
not changed his views in the slightest

An extension of the powers of the 
Interstate Commerce Oommission or the 
Croat ion of some new tribunal now Is 
reasonably certain. The President** 
message seems to have struck a popular 
chord. There are old fogies in Congress 
and among the railroad men, but they 
are almost certain to be run over when 
the subject really comes up for action. 

Of the four cardinal points in the 
President’s domestic policy this one of 
rail rate regulaitton seems to be the 
most likely of speedy achievement. It 
la hoped that at the present session 
of Congress the discussion will tike a 
wide range and will bring out all the 
different points, so 'that a bill can be 
drafted which will protect the people 
and not confiscate the railroads. 

In this the President has been ex¬ 
tremely fortunate. When he wrote his 
message he must have expected a wild 
storm of opposition from the railroad 
companies, but thfs has subsided and 
the men In the Senate and House who 
have notoriously in the past stood in 
the way of any expansion of the pow¬ 
ers of the Interstate Commerce Com¬ 
mission now are the foremost In pre¬ 
paring bills and submitting sugges¬ 
tions. 

The national regulation of corpora¬ 
tions engaged In Interstate commerce, 
as euggestevl in the report of Commis¬ 
sioner Garfield, has opened up a wide 
subject of inquiry, if not of a ('lion. As 
soon t*his report of the Bureau of 
Corporations Is carefully studied It Is 
Immediately apparent that Commis¬ 
sioner Garfield’s suggestions are in 
complete harmony wftfc those of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 

Attempts already have been made, 
and other malicious suggestions will 
follow. It. n attempt to thwart this 
particular policy of the President. Peo¬ 
ple haw said find will say that the 
regulation of Interstate commerce in 
this way would hamper the newspa¬ 
pers. would Interfere wlith the freedom 
of the press, ami would subject all 
kinds of business operations to odioua 
scrutiny by Federal officials. 

It Is evident, of course, that this par¬ 
ticular one of the quartette of great 
policies announced by the President 
will have to be studied with the great¬ 
est care; bul at the same time It equal¬ 
ly is evident that a great corporation 
like the Standard Oil Compinv cannot 
be roched by reguhailed railroad rates, 
and t*h»3t a constitutional right to su¬ 
pervise the transportation companies 
seems to carry wlih It an equal gov¬ 
ernmental claim to the control of the 
products which constitute interstate 
commerce. 

No one expects that the suggestion 
made by Commissioner Garfield, which, 
as I have previously explained. Is an 
essential part of th* plans of President 
Roosevelt, could possibly be put ln<o 
effect this year or next, or |>erhap8 for 
several years. It Is not an unreason¬ 
able hope, however, on the part of the 
President und his advisers that this 
reform, great though It may be, may 
be put into full force and effect before 
he lays down the cares of office at the 
end of his fliT* Individual administra¬ 
tion. 

On the cont rary. some of the best 
friends and ad vipers of the Administra¬ 
tion believe that the device of permit¬ 
ting the States to regulate corportlons, 
but providing for a Federal license to 
cover goods actually used in interstate 
commerce, will in the long run be found 
4o he the one solution of a perplexing 
problem, beoa/usa It recognizes the sov¬ 
ereignty of the SuKte. while at the 
same time it provides for a uniform 
control by the Federal Government, 
whldh Is the only thing powtble to busi¬ 
ness agencies which experate In dif¬ 
ferent State*. 

• • • 

Regulation of Insurance. 

As to the question of national regu¬ 
lation of tururajice companies, which 
was brtefly suggested by the President 
in his message, and which I have enu¬ 
merated as the fourth line of adminis¬ 
trative policies, there Is still a great 
difference of opinion. That many peo¬ 
ple are swindled by wildcat Insurance 
companies Is well known That the In¬ 
surance business Is interstate com¬ 
merce at all within the meaning of the 
Constitution Is still an open question 
about which great lawyers differ. That 
the Insurance business on the whole 
would be better by national control 
most people seem to believe. 

Since the President wrote hi* mes¬ 
sage some Senators amd Representa¬ 
tives have begun to receive letters from 
members of fraternal insurance socie¬ 
ties who seem to feel that this project 
of notional supervision has been de¬ 
vised by the old line companies chiefly 
for the purpose of crushing out the*e 
beneficial rocl)etlee. 

It i« quite true, of course, that the 
proposition for national control of in¬ 
surance companies has been pushed to 
the front bv Senator Dryden. president 
of the Prudential Insurance Company 
of New Jersey, and that It has been 
supported vigorously by most of the 
old line irururance companies in the 
country. 

There Is no evidence, however, that 
national supervision would have the 
effect of crushing out the fraternal so¬ 
cieties. On the contrary, inasmuch as 
I heir membership Is peculiarly diffused 
among the States and among the less 
rich classes of society, it seems likely 
that Federal supervision of Insurance 
companies In the long run would be of 
a good deal more benefit to the frater¬ 
nal societies than to the old line com¬ 
panies 

Tariff revision, the regulation of rall- 
roud rates. Federal licenses for Inter¬ 
state commerce corporations, ami na¬ 
tional regulation of insurance. 

It ie a big programme, isn’t it?

MRS. MARY MAURER S STORY. 


LITTLE DAUGHTER HEARS THE 
NEWS ON CAR. 


A DIVORCE TEN YEARS AGO. 


The death of Mrs. Mary Maurer at 
the City Hospital Monday afternoon 
was the sad sequel of more than ten 
years of hardship, sorrow and destitu¬ 
tion; the ending of a life full of pa¬ 
thetic incidents. Alone and friendless, 
even deserted by a little daughter, save 
for occasional visits paid her by the 
little golden-haired girl, she became 111 
In a hovel on the second floor of 


building at 917 East Main street, and 
when found by neighbors was lying on a 
dirty bed of rags, unconscious. She wus 
taken to the City Hospital xind entered 
simply as “Mrs. Myers,” but no one 
knew her. At 4 o’clock she died, never 
regaining consciousness. Her body was 
turned over to the City Undertaker and 
ordered held for a post-mortem exami¬ 
nation, This investigation was held 
yesterday by Dr. Harris Kelly, the Cor 
oner, whose official finding was that 
“she came to her death by the ex¬ 
cessive use of alcohol.” 

After the post-mortem the undertaker 
was ordered to bury her as all paupers 
are burled. In the cheapest of coffins, at 
the least possible expense to the munic¬ 
ipal govern ment. The order would 
have soon been complied with had not 
a telephone message been received by 
Undertaker Bax to hold the body until 
further orders. A short time after this 
message was received Henry Maurer, 
senior member of the firm of Maurer 
& Tracger, mattress manttfacturers, 132 
Bullitt street, appeared at the under¬ 
taking establishment, accompanied by 
a little girl and asked to see the dead 
woman.

Since she was divorced from her hus¬ 
band Mrs. Maurer had lived a life of 
hardship, eking out a scant living by 
what little sewing she could do with 
her fingers. She was unable to secure 
a sewing machine. Tracing her move¬ 
ments for tliv past five or six years, it 
was learned that she had lived about 
over*the city, in single rooms, In near¬ 
ly ever>* case hi some small room on 
the second or third floor of buildings 
In the business sections. Her quarters 
were alwys squlid and uncomfortable. 
For the past four years she had lived 
in h single room on the third floor of 
the building at 1216 West Market street. 
When she left there she went to a 
like room at Tenth and Market streets. 
From there she went to the hovel at 
Campbell and Main streets, where she 
was found dying-early Monday morn¬ 
ing. Wherever she lived *he was quiet 
and retiring and was unknown even to 
people who lived In the same building. 
At Twelfth and Market streets not a 
single person in the building knew her 
real name. J. H. Howard, a grocer 
on the ground floor, from whom she 
had made many small purchases of 
food, knew her as “Mrs. Myers,” but 
had heard nothing of her sad history. 
”1 never heard her mention a husband 
or relative,” said Mr. Howard yester¬ 
day. M She talked very little, and I had 
often wondered who she was. I have 
heard she had a little daughter, but 1 
don’t remember ever seeing her.”

Hears News On Car. 


Chlctigo. Dec. 27.—Raymond Patter¬ 
son telegraphs the Tribune from Wash- 
ington as follows: It is a pity there 
should be any question as to the pos¬ 
sibility of ratification of the pending 
nrbRratlon treaties by the Senate, and 
yet there Is such a question. 

The opposition to then-- treaties at 
first sight seems to be -too trivial to be 
a worth consideration, and yet there are 
some features of the situation which 
have caused great distress to friends 
of the Administration and particularly 
to the people who are anxious to see 
arbitration treaties adopted merely as 
a step In the right direction. 

There are half a dozen or more of 
these agreements with foreign nations, 
loginning with that with France, 
which was the first adopted. They are 
almost identical In language and are 
Extremely simple in their provisions. 
They provide merely a convenient 
agreement between nations by which 
claims and other differences can be 
easily referred to The Hague tribunal 
or some similar court of arbitration. 

When Secretary Hay, acting under 
the advice of President Roosevelt, be¬ 
gan the negotiations of these arbitra¬ 
tion treaties It was supposed the great¬ 
est difficulty would be to secure the 
Went of European governments. The 
United States always stood for the 
peaceable settlement of International 
difficulties. 

It was intentionally decided to make 
these arbitration treaties of the simp¬ 
lest possible character and prevent any 
objections on the part of the people 
of this side of the water. Each treaty 
contain** a clause providing that ques¬ 
tion* which concern the honor or do¬ 
mestic affairs of any nation shall not 
be submitted to arbitration except by 
comment of both parties.

Surprise at Irish Protest 


It was with considerable surprise, 
therefore, thAt some Senators discov¬ 
ered the opposition of some Irish socie¬ 
ties to the treaty negotiations with 
Great Britain.

When this objection was first 
brought to the notice of Secretary 
Hay lie was Inclined to dismiss It aa 
too foolish to be worth consideration. 
Foolish or not. however, it has been 
magnified of late into serious opposi¬ 
tion to actual ratification of the trea¬ 
ties. There are only two months of 
the pesaion remaining, and If any con¬ 
siderable number of Southern Senators 
chose to fight the treaties It would be 
impossible to secure their ratification 
this winter, although possibly It might 
be done at a special session after the 
Inauguration.
